Don’t let 
us drink , 
chief asks 


YELLOWKNIFE, N.W.T. 
(CP) — The Indian chief who 
asked that his people not lie 
sold liquor said Thursday 
whites should not view the 
territorial government's deci¬ 
sion to bin sales as discrimi¬ 
natory. 

Chief Alexis Arrow-maker of 
Rae-Edzo said his decision to 
ask Commissioner Stuart 
Hodgson to ban the sales to 
the Dogrib Indians was based 
on a consensus of Indian lead¬ 
ers and w p as in accordance 
with Indian methods of go¬ 
verning. 

“We’re not imposing our 
values and outlooks on white 
people,” said, the 54-year-old 
chief. “White people should 
not look on it as discrimi¬ 
natory.” 

The chief made the request 
that Dogribs within a 100-mile 
radius of Yellowknife not be 
sold liquor either in retail 
stores or in bars. 

Harvey Budgeton, spokes¬ 
man for bar managers in Yel¬ 
lowknife, said bars could not 
obey the commissioner’s re¬ 
quest that'Rales be banned for 
fear of 1 tyeing sued. • , 

He said signs would be 
erected saying the chief had 
asked that Dogrib people not 
drink. 


In an address to about 600 
persons Friday night in Ha¬ 
milton, Ont., TYudeau said the 
new home cash grant was a 
companion proposal to his 
government’s newly-an¬ 

nounced Assisted Home Own¬ 
ership Program and mea¬ 
sures to increase the supply 
of moderate-priced housing. 

The AHOP would cut mort¬ 
gage rates from the present 
level of about 11 per cent to 4 
per cent in some cases and 
would ensure that average 
families can buy homes for no 
more than 22 j>er cent of their 
income, he said. 

S|>eaking to about 1.500 per¬ 
sons in Ottawa Friday night. 
Conservative leader Robert 
Stanfield said the Liberals’ 
housing program was “in¬ 
credible.” He added, “There 
are so few homes that fit the 
plan.” 

Trudeau said, however, the 
cash grant proposal wwld 
cover about 60 per cent of all 
moderately-priced, newly- 
built homes in Canada. In 
1074, this would involve about 
66,000 homes, he said. 

"Hie nrirne minister saiTthe 
federal cash grant was equiv¬ 
alent to the removal of a rea¬ 
sonable jxirtion of the 11 per 
cent building material sales 
tax as it applies to moderate¬ 
ly priced homes. 

The value of moderately- 
priced homes varies from city 
to pity, with the term apply¬ 
ing to houses worth $44,900 in 
Vancouver or Toronto to 
$34,900 for houses in New¬ 
foundland and other less pop¬ 
ulous areas of the country. 
The Victoria limit is $38,250. 

Stanfield told his audience 
that the average selling price 
of residential property in Can-

And beer parlor patrons will 
no longer have to be content 
just to swill beer; they will be 
able to sip w'ine too. 

These developments —■ to¬ 
gether with the emergence of 
neighborhood "locals" — will 
be passible as a result of 
changes in provincial liquor 
regulations announced Friday 
by Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald. 

He said the new regulations 
were a “reasoned step toward 
civilized drinking” in the 
province. 

“I ho|>e that what we’re 
doing will mark the swan 
song of the dark ages of 
drinking in B.C. because 
we’re now beyond the frontier 
era where raw alcoholic 
abuse took place," he told re- 
fiorters at a press conference. 

A major change is the pro¬ 
vision for neighborhood pubs, 
which will be restricted to 100 
seats and must provide enter¬ 
tainment. 

They will be allowed to 
open at 9 a m. and close no 
later than 11 p.m. and they 
will serve all alcoholic drinks, 
including hard liquor. 

Another change in the regu¬ 
lations, which will also apply 
to beer parlors, will allow pa¬ 
trons to stand at the bar. 

In the case of neighborhood 
pubs, standing room will be 
restricted to 25 per cent of 
seating capacity. 

There are several restric¬ 
tions on neighborhood pub li¬ 
cences. 

Before any are granted, 
municipalities or regional 
boards must deckle whether 
to allow diem but no referen¬ 
dum will be necessary. 

Once a municipality or rc- 
pirnal board (in unorganized 
territories) assents to neigh¬ 
borhood pubs in their jurisdic¬ 
tion. the B.C. Liquor Board 
grants a

The new regulations, which 
c ould prove the most popular 


change the NDP has made in 
its 20-nionth reign, were wel¬ 
comed on both sides of the 
bar. 

But many people in the 
trade feel the establishment 
of neighborhood pubs would 
take trade away from the big 
downtown hotel beer parlors. 

Ernie Lenzen, part-time 
bartender at the Colony 


lounge, said: “I can see the 
big hotels will suffer a drop in 
trade when the smaller pubs 
are set up. 

“But I was brought up in 
Europe and I like the idea.” 

He added: “We get a lot of 
calls for drinks in hotel rooms 
and I’m sure that is also a 
good move.” 

Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 


donald said the changes will 
“de-barbarize” B.C.’s fron¬ 
tier-style drinking and take a 
“reasoned step towards civi¬ 
lized drinking laws,” recom¬ 
mended by the Morrow Com¬ 
mission four years ago.

Barrett cites profit leap 
in defending royalties bill 



Nixon’s ex-attorney-general outside courthouse 

American justice works, 
sobs relieved Kleindienst 


WASHINGTON (UPI) Former U.S. al- 
torney-general Richard Kleindienst Friday 
received suspended penalties of a month in 
jail and $100 fine for inaccurate senate testi¬ 
mony and rushed sobbing from the court¬ 
room. a free man. 

Kleindienst, the second cabinet member in 
this century to be convicted or plead guilty to 
" a crime connected with official duty, told re- , 
porters the conduct of Watergate investiga¬ 
tions has been a credit to American democ¬ 
racy. 

“The tragedy of the last two years amply 
demonstrates that all cl our institutions of 
freedom have worked . . . successfully and 
admirably,” the shaken but relieved Klein- 
diensi said outside the courtroom. 

“There isn’t another country in the world 
where persons situated in the highest seats of 
power would have had the application of jus¬ 
tice as.occurred here.” 


U.S. District Judge George Hart speke 
sympathetically of Kleindienst in sentencing 
him to the brief jail term and the fine, and 
then suspending both. The maximum penalty 
for the single misdemeanor charge to which 
Kleindienst pleaded guilty May 16 could have 
been a year in jail and a $1,000 fine. 

Kleindienst, 50. the second of President 
Nixon's four atitomeys-general, admitted lie 
testified inaccurately about aspects of the ad¬ 
ministration’s handling of the ITT case dur¬ 
ing his 1972 senate confirmaticn hearings. 

Asked by reporters whether he thought 
Nixon ought to continue serving as president 
after being named an unindicted oteonspira- 
tor in the Watergate coverup, Kleindienst 
declined comment except to say: 

"I had no evidence when I w’as attorney- 
general that indicated to me President Nixon 
knew- about anything or was involved in any 
way in any criminal activity.’’

Premier Barrett defended 
proposed new mining royal¬ 
ties with a flamboyant speech 
in the house Friday. 

As the combined opposition 
sought lo have the bill de¬ 
layed for six months, Barrett 
said every day's delay in ob¬ 
taining these new revenues 
means further delay in pro¬ 
viding proper chronic care in 
the province. 

He cited vastly increased 
profits by mining companies 
as one reason to go ahead im¬ 
mediately with the new royal¬ 
ties. 

The net profit of the mining 
industry in B.C. in 1973 was 
$300 million, said Barrett, and 
he listed the proTit increase of 
several companies. 

Kaiser Resources increased 
profits 282 per cent in 1973, 
from $3.4 million in 1972 to $13 
million in 1973. 

Bralome Resources made 
$649,000 in 1972, and $2.3 mil¬ 
lion in 1973, for a 254 per cent 
profit increase. 

Placer Development made 
$16.6 million in 1972, $71 mil¬ 
lion in 1973 for a 332 per cent 
increase. 

Cominco made $20 million 
in 1972 and $42.8 million in 
1973 for a 114 per cent profit 
increase. 

And, added Hie premier, 
while Cominco was making 
that money old-age pensioners 
were picketing in front of the 
company’s Trail office asking 
for company pensions. 

Opposition members, be 
said, bad predicted that the 
mining industry would die if 
burdened by the royalties, 
ind had shown a graph of 
declining numbers of claims 
staked. 

The decision to pull back 
had been made by the mining 
companies as the result of a 
Price Waterhouse study in 
1971, before there was even 
n.n NDP government, he said.

Freed pilot tells of adventure 


Nurse gets her toothbrush 
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ADDIS.ABABA (Reuter) — 
A Canadian helicopter pilot 
told Friday how he spent 
eight harrowing days in the 
bush, living mostly on goats’ 
milk and porridge, as a hos¬ 
tage of Eritrean guerrillas in 
Ethiopia. 

Grant Wyatt, 30, of Calgary, 
also described in an interview 
with Reuter news agency 
how he spoke briefly one 
night to a pregnant American 
nurse, also being held, and 
how finally he was released 
last Tuesday after marching 


75 miles in three days over 
rugged mountains. 

Wyatt said he was guarded 
constantly by an English- 
speaking member at the Eri- 
t r e a n Liberation Front 
(E.L.F.), called Ibrahim, until 
his release. 

His task had been to pick up 
two Canadian and three 
American oil company em¬ 
ployees being held by the 
E.L.F. since March, but ne- 
g ittatians apparently broke 
down. 

He said he never saw the 


men and instead became a 
hostage himself. 

“Negotiations broke down 
..Wyatt said. “There was 
a disagreement, a misunder¬ 
standing.” 

But he said he thinks the 
other hostages might be re¬ 
leased soon if E.L.F. demands 
are met by the men’s employ¬ 
er, the American Tenneco Oil 
Co. *\ 

Wyatt is employed by 
Can west Aviation Ltd., of Cal¬ 
gary which has been flying 


geologists in an aerial survey 
of Ethiopia. 

Wyatt carried, with him two 
letters — one.'from the guer¬ 
rillas and trie other from a 
kidnapped American nurse, 
the U.S. state department 
said Friday. 

A spokesman for the 
Bureau of African Affairs said 
the letters were from Hie 
E.L.F. and Deborah Dortz- 
bfeclf, 24. of Freehold, N.J.

LONDON The Price 
sisters, Dolours and Marion, 
fed themselves liquids Friday 
night, ending a hunger strike 
that had put Britain and Ire¬ 
land on the brink of violence. 

The Irish Republican Army 
hud threatened “drastic con¬ 
sequences” for Britain if the 
two died, and medical reports 
on their condition had grown 
steadily more pessimistic this 
week. 

The end of the hunger strike 
came as the body of Michael 
Gaughan, an IRA member 
who died this week from the 
effects of a hunger strike, was 
paraded through the streets of 
London. 

An estimated 5.000 
mourners escorted the coffin 
to a church in the Kllburn 
area of north London where it 
was to “lie in state” before 
being flown to Ireland today. 

The Price sisters had re¬ 
fused to eat since they were 
jailed for life for their part in 
car bombings which injured 
230 people in London last 
year.

The rendezvous was near 
Ghinda, outside Asmara, the 
capital of Eritrea, and Wyatt 
said he later discovered that 
the nurse was kidnapped from 
an American evangelical mis¬ 
sion hospital in Ghinda earlier 
the same day.

“In 1971 they planned to get 
out,” said Barrett, “but they 
didn’t know then that the 
prices were going to go up. 
They had no idea of the exor¬ 
bitant profits they were going 
to make.” 

And while the companies 
were advertising against the 
bill, claiming it would destroy 
the industry, they were adver¬ 
tising for more employees, 
and Cominco was assuring 
employees in a bulletin that 
the bill would not curtail 
existing operations. 

One argument used for de¬ 
laying the bill has been the 
decision of the federal govern¬ 
ment that royalties collected 
bv the province would not he 
exempt from calculations for 
lederal income tax. 

Barretl said that under the 
British North America Act the 
province has authority and re¬ 
sponsibility in the resource 
field, and any delay would ap¬ 
pear to concede that there iS~ 
a contest between federal and 
provincial governments over 
the question. 

It was only fair, continued 
Barrett, since the public pays 
a 5 per cent sales tax on pur- 
c liases, that the mining in- 
uustry should be required to 
pay a similar amount for the 
ore it takes out of the ground. 

“I am almost embarrassed 
to admit that this is all we are 
asking for because it is a dis¬ 
grace that the mining compa¬ 
nies have not been paying at 
least 5 per cent up to this 
time.” 

Turning to Mines Minister 
Leo Nimsick. he said: 
“Twenty-five years ago when 
you were more radical you 
would have asked for more.” 

Victoria Liberal David An¬ 
derson said the problem of 
‘ax collection was a grey area 
and the mining industry is 
being used as a pawn in a 
federal-provincial tug of war. 

He said he objected to the 
principle of royalties, and 
wanted to see companies 
taxed on profits, not on the 
minerals they take from the 
ground. 

Highways Minister Graham 
Lea said there is only one 
mine — Tasu on the Queen 
Charlotte Islands — in his 
constituency, and it made $14 
million profit in 1973 and paid 
the provincial government 
only $146,799. 

Officially the company was 
required to pay $1 a t »n for 
concentrate, but it was 
deemed that only 50 per cent 
of the concentrate was iron 
ore. thus reducing payments 
.o 50 cents a ton. However, 
tiiere was a further reduction 
to 25 cents per ton if the com¬ 
pany carried out exploration 
work, a condition satisfied by 
the hiring of a geologist who 
did not have to even be at the 
mine site. 

Socred MLA Alex Fraser 
(Cariboo) lashed out at Nim¬ 
sick, shouting: “You don’t 
have to fleece the ordinary 
citizens and the corporate citi¬ 
zens of this province with 
your crazy Bill 31. Go peddle 
your bill elsewhere.” 

His attack was somewhat 
tempered by the fact that he 
frequently broke into laugh¬ 
ter. 

Public Wcrks Minister Wil¬ 
liam Hartley told the house 
mining corporations had for 
too long enjoyed tax conces¬ 
sions and tax-free periods. It 
was now time for the “little 
people” to share the profits 
with the companies.

Other changes approved by 
the cabinet will allow beer 
parlors" providing entertain¬ 
ment to stay open until 2 a.m. 
Their closing time-js now 1 
a.m. 

Restaurants will be permit¬ 
ted to have adjoining facilities 
where alcohol is served with¬ 
out food. 

Draft beer will be allowed 
to be served in all licenced es¬ 
tablishments, except dining 
rooms, which however, may 
get permission at the liquor 
board’s discretion. 

Beer parlors will be able to 
serve wine, not permitted 
until now. 


Macdonald said the reason 
for this is that “often the little 
woman doesn’t want to drink 
beer and she shouldn’t be dis¬ 
couraged from lending a femi¬ 
nine touch to-those raw sur¬ 
roundings.” 

Municipally or provincially- 
owned facilities such as golf 
coursers, community centres 
or recreation facilities, will 
qualify for alcoholic beverage 
licences. 

Hotel guests will now be 
able to have liquor served in 
their rooms and aircraft will 
be allowed to serve liquor on 
domestic flights. 

Service organizations will 
be able to obtain liquor li¬ 
cences valid for an extended 
period of time, not just for 
one function. 

Regarding entertainment in 
licensed premises, mandatory 
for neighborhood pubs but op¬ 
tional far beer parlors and 
other establishments, Mac¬ 
donald said this: 


“We encourage entertain¬ 
ment. We encourage patrons 
to sing along. We want to 
stress that the entertainment 
factor is more important than 
the drinking factor.” 

The hew regulations also 
permit the liquor board to ap¬ 
point agents in remote areas 
as retail outlets. In a fishing 
village, the attorney-general 
said, such an agency could 
well be the packing plant or 
the grocery store. 

Most of tlie changes, includ¬ 
ing the provision for the es¬ 
tablishment of neighborhood 
pubs, are effective immedi¬ 
ately. 

Some changes, such as the 
appointment of agencies in re¬ 
mote areas of the province, 
require amendments to the 
Liquor Control Act which, 
Macdonald said, will be In¬ 
troduced within the next 10^ 
days. _

She 
said SLA members had saved 
her life when they kidnaped 
her Feb. 4. 

She said she was amused at 
speculation that she had been 
brainwashed into .joining her 
captors, and strongly indicat¬ 
ed she would never surrender. 

"While 1 have no death 
wish, 1 have never been 
afraid pf death," Miss Hearst 
said. "For this reason, the 
brainwash-duress theory of 
the pig Hearsts has always 
amused me. Life is very pre¬ 
cious to me, but 1 have no 
delusions that going to prison 
would keep me alive, and I 
would never choose to live the 
rest of my life surrounded by 
pigs." 

In Emmaus. Pa.. Dr. L. S. 
Wolfe said Miss Hearst's de¬ 
scription of his son as a gentle 
and beautiful man was cor¬ 
rect. 

"If you are the gentlest of 
men and afraid of nothing, 
and see how people are treat¬ 
ed. then you must go mad." 
Wolfe said. He said he wanted 
to tell Miss Hearst to "come 
see me because 1 under¬ 
stand.” 

Young Wolfe had been an 
adviser to a black-studies pro¬ 
gram at Vacaville Stale Pris¬ 
on, where he met Donald Cin¬ 
que DeFreeze, who became 
the SLA's leader. 

"I died in that fire on 54th 
street, but out of the ashes of 
it I was reborn. I know what 
I have to do. My comrades 
didn’t die in vain. 

"Cu.io was the gentlest and 
most beautiful man I ever 
knew ... We loved each other 
so much. And his love for the 
people was so deep that he 
was willing to give his life for 
them.”

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Blind to an issue 


t rrpHE LIBERALS,” said External Affairs Min¬ 
ister Mitchell Sharp, “have no major issues to 
air in the federal election tussle.” 

He was speaking during his viSit to Victoria to 
support his party's candidates in the area; and as a 
responsible member of the administration it must 
be assumed that his public utterances represent the 
thinking of Liberal policy-makers. 

It is safe to assume that most people across 
f Canada will find it difficult to accept Mr. Sharp’s 
and the Liberal party’s unfounded complacency as 
to the state of the nation. 

The government is at least consistent. For dur¬ 
ing the past several years’ experience of the pain 
and problems of inflation by a great part of the 
population it has simply dismissed warnings and 
remonstrances with the easy argument that gallop¬ 
ing costs of food and clothing, rapidly rising rates 
and rents of all descriptions, are nothing more than 
acceptable consequences of a buoyant economy. 

It has given the same answer to a disturbed 
public about unemployment and its staggering dost 
to the people. 

So when Mr. Sharp and his political associates 
claim there are no issues the men and women who 
control his political destiny are unlikely to be 
impressed. 

They are more apt to accept the reasoned 


statement of Robert Stanfield. The Conservative 
party leader said in Ottawa a couple of weeks 
before Mr. Sharp made his astonishing “no issues” 
statement in Victoria: 

“An individual Canadian will examine what 
the cost of living is doing to him. Then he’ll ask 
himself which party has the best policy to meet 
that problem ... That’s one of the clearest issues 
this country has had for a long time.” 

Stephen Duncan, writing in The Financial 
Post, observes: "Stanfield and the Conservatives 
have a lot riding on the inflation issue. If a majori¬ 
ty of voters are as worried about inflation as Stan¬ 
field believes, and if they like the Conservatives’ in- 
comes-policy remedy, then the Conservatives may 
find themselves in power after July 8.” 

James Gillies, chief economic adviser to Mr. 
Stanfield, adds this bit of theory for the public to 
think about: "What we have now is an increase in 
aggregate demand but the supply it is expected to 
generate will not be for some time. The problem is: 
how do you bridge the gap?” 

The answer, of course, is a policy for what Mr. 
Gillies calls “the short run.” 

That is what Mr. Stanfield is offering the elec¬ 
torate. And that, essentially, is the chief election 
issue Mr. Sharp and his colleagues in cabinet refuse 
to recognize.

Ottawa Offbeat 


That last day 
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No protest from Ottawa 


I N MAY 1973 two young Canadian girls were 
killed when Zambian soldiers fired with auto¬ 
matic weapons into a tourist party viewing Vic¬ 
toria Falls from the Rhodesian side. To this day the 
Zambian government has offered neither an expla¬ 
nation nor an apology for the tragic incident. 

Nor indeed has Ottawa yet registered a pro¬ 
test pr taken any other action apart from ini¬ 
tiating a diplomatically discreet inquiry into the 
murders. Indeed, within a few short weeks of the 
tragedy, External Affairs Minister Sharp proudly 
reaffirmed Canada’s friendship with Zambia and 
announced that an additional special grant of 
$1,000,000 in foreign aid was being awarded to that 
country. 

On May 31 this year another young Canadian 


girl serving in Zambia as a volunteer with the Ca¬ 
nadian University Service Overseas, was shot at by 
a Zambian soldier. Fortunately she was not hit, 
though her companion, a Dutch girl, was wounded 
in the foot. 

Again Ottawa has not seen fit to protest the 
incident, though it has gone so far as to instruct its 
High Commissioner in Lusaka to seek an explana¬ 
tion. 

If past experience in dealing with Dr. Kenneth 
Kaunda’s government is any guide there will be no 
satisfactory accounting of the incident provided. 
And if past experience holds with Mr. Sharp’s de¬ 
partment, Zambia might well now qualify for an¬ 
other additional grant of Canadian taxpayers’ 
money. 


India’s atomic explosion 


I NDIA’S CLAIM to have developed on its own, 
and without dependence on a Canadian-provided 
reactor or know-how, the atomic plutonium device 
ft recently exploded, can be derided only with a 
certain amount of arrogance and perhaps ignor¬ 
ance. 

Canadian. American and British scientists 
managed to produce the first atomic explosion 
after only a few years of work on the quest. Indian 
scientists, like others around the world, have had 
the benefit of much of their knowledge and the 
chance to add to it for more than two decades. 

To think that the Indian physicists and tech¬ 
nicians could not have found how to make an atom¬ 
ic bomb in that time is to hold them in unjustified 


contempt. To believe that they secured their supply 
of plutonium with the aid of the Canadian reactor 
or the Canadian-aided nuclear power station which 
went into operation last year in western India is 
where the possible ignorance comes in. 

According to a report from the United Nations 
Association of the U.S. two years ago, the Indian 
reactor had already by then produced 209 pounds 
of plutonium, enough for 16 nuclear weapons. Ac¬ 
cording to a Victoria nuclear expert, T. C. M. 
Davis, Canada’s nuclear power system can produce 
no bomb-grade plutonium. 

When authorities differ, what can the layman 
believe? 


In his seven years in Parlia¬

Just listen to him, on that 
last day of life of the dying 
Trudeau government as he 
pronounced the death rites. 

Stanfield:,, This is the gov¬ 
ernment that still maintains it 
has a contingency plan for 
an emergency . . . evidently 
two-figure inflation is not 
emergency enough for this 
government ... so I just want 
to say that this House has a 
contingency plan too for get¬ 
ting rid at such governments.

Noted social scientist 
writes on election 


The patterns from the 1972 
federal election in British Co¬ 
lumbia appear to be continu¬ 
ing in this campaign. 

There is stall concern over 
the economy, this time fo¬ 
cused almost exclusively on 
inflation. 

While Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau continues to be the man 
people prefer to lead the 
country, party considerations 
aside, his margin over Con¬ 
servative Leader Robert Stan¬ 
field is much less than it was 
a year and a half ago. 

Liberal support, which was 
out 13 percentage points in 
1972 from its Trudeaumania 
high of 42 per cent in 19G8, 
continues downward with the 
Conservatives the benefi¬ 
ciaries. 

New Democratic Party 
s 1 r e n g t h seems slightly 
weaker now compared tb 18 
months ago as some people 
are a hit unhappy with the 
NDP provincial government 
end the NDP’s collaboration 
with the Liberals in Ottawa. 

These are the highlights of 
two days’ intensive personal 
interviewing in six lower 
mainland and F'raser Valley 
constituencies. 

Inflation is so dominant an 
issue that virtually every one 
of the 54 people I interviewed 
made some reference to it. 
And, in almost half the cases, 
the problem of people on fixed 
incomes — especially the el¬ 
derly is linked to rising 
prices. 

As the 37-year-old a 

bus driver in North Burnaby 
in the riding of Burnaby - 
Seymour put it: "I feel they 
should hold the line in infla¬ 
tion if it’s possible. And 1 
think they should up whtat the 
old-age pensioners are receiv¬ 
ing. It hasn’t gone up with the 
cost of living.” 

Older people are particular¬ 
ly distressed, often comment¬ 
ing on the problem at abuse 
of welfare and DTP grants, 
forth of which were issues in 
1972 and which arc still men¬ 
tioned occasionally new. 

A 71-year-old former 
marine engineer in West Van¬ 
couver in the constituency of 
Capilano complained: "What 
they should be doing is stop 
these grants for all this tom¬ 
foolery and instead give the 
money to senior citizens and 
people who need it in the 
lower income bracket. 
They've been loo liberal with 
young people. Let them fend 
for themselves and get job*. 
My wife and I squeezed 
through the ‘dirty thirties’ on 
our own. Today, the first 
thing they do is go on relief. 
But you know, some people 
have pride, they won’t go on 
relief. Now, we just can't 
make it. Inflation has out¬ 
classed us. And when they 
give you more, they tax it 
right away.” 

Opinion on wage-and-price 
controls as a device to stop 
spiralling prices is fragment¬ 
ed, among white collar, pro¬ 
fessional and upper-middle 
class groups. II is generally 
rejected because, as a 33- 
year-old social worker in Co¬ 
quitlam in Fraser Valley West 
jointed out': "It w^ixildn’t 
work. And it wouldn’t have 
anything to do with govern¬ 
ment spending. They’re just 
printing more money.” 

Among working class 
voters, there is some.support 
for controls. Several doors 
over, the 41-year-old wife of 
an RCMP constable favored 
the idea: ”1 don’t really think 
things can be controlled abso¬ 
lutely but it’s a start. It just 
can’t go on. The price of food 
goes up and up.” 

Working class people aren’t 
completely in agreement, 
however. Some are concerned 
that a freeze now would be 
unfair since they feel wages 
have lagged behind prices. As 
a 47-ycar-old truck driver in 
.Surrey said: "First, they've 
got to hr ini*' everything up 
even. Then it should be fro¬ 
zen.” 

Meanwhile, the excitement 
that used to accompany the 
mere mention of Trudeau only 
a few years ago has disap¬ 
peared. Even traditional Lib¬ 
erals are on the defensive. At 
the same time, while Stanfield 
fails to generate enthusiasm, 
his image of honesty and sin¬ 
cerity has a positive impact 
even while people would like 
someone with more dyna-

ments in British Columbia 
s xriefy. The Liberals are suf¬ 
fering as a result. 

For example, a 35-year-old 
wife of a building contractor 
Jiving in Vancouver Centre is 


tives had 33 per cent and f> 
seats while the Liberals had 
29 j>er cent and only 4 seats. 
Feelings about issues and 
leadership combined with the 
emerging attitudes about the 
Liberals places every one of 
of the seats they now hold in 
jeopardy as the Conservatives 
threaten in’all of them. 

Aside from their traditional

support, the Lberals today are 
sustained primarily by better- 
off and upwardly mobile 
groups — and young people, 
many of whom are apartment 
dwellers.

As for the NDP, they are in¬ 
creasingly becoming the only 
stable force in the roller¬ 
coaster atmosphere of federal 
political affiliations in this 
province.

lall-off in NDP support at the 
moment, but there is consid¬ 
erably less movement among 
these people compared to the 
switching among the middle 
class and the unorganized. 

The NDP is now capturing 
a good deal of the allegiances 
of young people too. 

At this stage in the canv - 
paign, then, the Conservatives 
appear to be running ahead of 
the NDP in popular vote as 
two parties vie for 
one will have more of 
British Columbia’s 23 seats on 
July 8.

Inflation worries farmers 
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There Is also the occasional 
remark, last heard in the 1965 
campaign when the public’* 
unhappiness with both John 


deserting the Liberal* for the 
Conservative*: ”1 really 
don’t care for any of them 
you know. But I guess I 
prefer Stanfield because . I 
think he looks more deeply 
into the difficulties facing the 
country. Trudeau is a very in¬ 
telligent man but I don’t think 
he goes into the problems of 
the people, the average per¬ 
son. He spoke of the ‘just soci¬ 
ety’. Sometimes I wonder if 
there is hope for us in Canada 
to have a better fife for the 
common people.” 

While the Liberals are at¬ 
tacked for being the party of 
the ‘haves’ by voters con¬ 
cerned about making ends 
meet tffiemselves, they are 
also condemned by some 
among the better-off for their 
involvement with the NDP 
since the 1972 election. 

A 26-year-old microbiology 
student at the University of 
British Columbia who lives in 
Vancouver Centre explained 
why he is supporting the Con¬ 
servatives now after voting 
Liberal last time: "Trudeau 
stood for what I believed in 
but since he had the minority 
government, he capitulated 
too much to Lewis. so I 
want Stalnfield. He’s the next 
best. I’m for free enterprise. I 
think things would work out 
c^ite nicely if you left them 
alone.” 

In 1968 at the height of Tru¬ 
deau’s popularity, the Liber¬ 
als carried 16 seats in this 
province, the NDP with 33 per 
cent of the vote had 7 seats 
while the PC’s with 19 per 
cent were shut out of any rep¬ 
resentation whatsoever. 

Then, four years later, the 
NDP won 35 per cent support 
and 11 seats. The Conserva- 


Concern about inflation 
dominates the federal election 
campaign in Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba. 

Personal interviews in 
seven ridings in the two prov¬ 
inces last week disclosed that 
voters are divided in their 
opinion on how to deal with 
rising prices. 

But the concern is as in¬ 
tense and widespread in rural 
areas as it is in cities. Farm¬ 
ers feel their income has 
peaked while prices for the 
things they buy — machinery, 
feed, seed, labor — continue 
to rise and cut into their prof¬ 
its. 

The two provinces * went 
strongly for the Conservatives 
in 1972 — 15 of 26 seats and 
from what voters were saying 
last week, the intense anti¬ 
government feelings on the in¬ 
flation issue suggest an in¬ 
crease in both Conservative 
support and representation 
July 8. 

The Conservatives took 
seven seats in Saskatchewan 
and eight in Manitoba in 1972. 
The New Democrats won five 
in Saskatchewan and three in 
Manitoba while the liberals 
only elected one in Saskatche¬ 
wan and two In Manitoba. 

While inflation is the over¬ 
whelming issue, the language 
issue in Quebec is having 
some impact. And voters still 
voice the persistent complaint 
that the West remains a for¬ 
gotten part of Canada. 

More people also say the 
country needs new leadership, 
although Pierre Trudeau con¬ 
tinues to be the man people 
prefer for prime minister, 
party considerations aside. 

At the same time, experi¬ 
ence with NDP provincial 
governments in Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba is causing some 
people who voted federally for 
the NDP in 1972 to favor the 
Conservatives now. 

A 62-year-old farm wife 
near Pense in the constitu¬ 
ency of Regina Lake Centre 
talked about inflation this 
way: “The most important 
problem is the cost of living 
and here on this farm it’s the 
price of feed. My son just 
started a hog business and the 
price of feed is out of sight. 
He’s been cut down. And,' 
Ipok ! They said we grt $5 for 
wheat. We never did. And 
now the price is down. Every¬ 
thing's out of kilter.” 

She voted NDP in 1972 and 
intends to support the Conser¬ 
vatives today. 

Several miles away near 
Drinkwater, a 58-year-old 
wheat and cattle grower said: 
"The first problem is the ris¬ 
ing cost of everything. Then 
there’s unemployment and un¬ 
employment insurance and 
that whole bit. If you want 
someone to work, you can’t 
get them and yet people are 
unerptoyed. 

He is switching from .the / 
Liberals to the Conservatives. 

In Regina and in Winnipeg, 
complaints about inflation 
often include comments 
about the difficulty experi¬ 
enced by young people just 
starting off or by the elderly 
on fixed incomes. 

A 40-year-old salesman for 
n radio station living in Win¬ 
nipeg South: “I have a whole 
list. First it’s inflation. It's 
alright for me. I still work 
for a Living but for the poor 
son-Pf-a-gun who’s retired, 
he’s really in trouble. 

"Then there’s the welfare 
business. We have enough of 
that in this province with the 
NDP government. I don't 
think we need that across 
Canada. Sure we have to help 
people — but we don’t have to 
help them sit on their prat. 
And the language problem in 
Quebec. I think the federal 
government should/step in." 

Reception to price and in¬ 
come controls is mixed. On

Her next-door neighbour, 
the 28-year-old wife of a faint¬ 
er. also prefers Trudeau but 
notes: “I don’t particularly 
like any of them. Lewis — I 
just don’t like him. Stanfield 
doesn’t seem to have much 
zip or energy. Trudeau — I 
don’t mind him but if the Con¬ 
servatives had another lead¬ 
er, I’d maybe vote for them.” 

The 48-year-old wife of a 
chartered accountant ii^ Win¬ 
nipeg South who \4rted liberal 
in 1972 and now intends to 
support the OohseyVatives; 
"Frankly, I like nbdTof them! 


the farm, anti-union feelings 
and the sense that commodity 
prices are not going to go 
much higher encourage kuj>- 
port for controls even while 
people say, as did a 63-year- 
old farmer near Belle Blaine 
in Regina take Centre that 
"inflation is an international 
problem. What can a small 
country like Canada with 20 
million people do against the 
world.” '■ 

In the cities, what people do 
for a Living influence* their 
preferences. Business and 
professional people tend to be 
against controls while sala¬ 
ried workers — especially 
their wives — are more for 
than against, all the while re¬ 
cognizing the difficulties of 
implementation. 

A 57-year-old parts manu¬ 
facturer in the River Heights 
section of Winnipeg South: 
"I’m against wage and price 
controls. I don’t think we 
should have this type of regu¬ 
lation in this country and I 
don’t think that's the answer 
to inflation." 

In contrast, a 49-year-old 
clerk for the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways living in East 
Kildonan in the Manitoba rid¬ 
ing of Selkirk: "1 think there 
should be wage and price con¬ 
trols. Even though 1 don't 
know if it's a good idea. I just 
can't sec any other solution." 

Farther up the street, a 42- 
year-old millwright: “No. I’m 
not entirely in favor of wage 
and price controls because 
with everything gJrng up, I 
don't see why wages should 
stay the same.” 

Unhappiness over inflation 
is hurting the government not 
so much because j>cople be¬ 
lieve that the Conservatives 
under Robert Stanfield would 
necessarily succeed in stop¬ 
ping it, but because they 
seem to be giving credit to 
the Conservatives for being 
concerned in contrast to the 
apparently blithe Liberal pos- 
ture on the issue. 

As a 48-year-old oil refinery 
worker in St. Vital in the 
Manitoba constituency of St. 
Boniface commented: "I 

don’t think there's any doubt 
that it’s the cost of living 
that’s most important. They 
should at least demonstrate 
they’re making some effort 1o 
control or put a damper on 
it.” 

Almost nne-quaa-ter erf the 
68 people interviewed were ei¬ 
ther unsure as to who they 
wanted to lead the country, 
party considerations aside, or 
replied that none of the party 
leaders was suitable. Among 
the remainder, Trudeau is 
well ahead of Stanfield while 
NDP Leader David Lewis is 
scarcely mentioned at all. 

The following remarks in¬ 
dicate the pattern: 

The 27-year-old wife of a j 
hank manager In Weyburn, in 
the Saskatchewan constitu¬ 
ency of Assiniboia: "I prefer 
Trudeau — not that I’m Lib¬ 
eral but I can’t even sit and 
listen to Stanfield make a 
speech. By the time he’s 
stammered out what he wants 
I’ve lost my interest.” 


My second choice would he 
Stanfield, but none have the 
qualifications. Oji e thing 
about Stanfield is that he has 
no charm and I rather admire 
that at this stage of the game. 
And reading about him makes 
me feel he has more depth.” 

Besides unhappiness over 
inflation, there is also some 
feeling against high govern¬ 
ment spending, seen as a re¬ 
sult of the minority govern¬ 
ment’s yielding to the NDP 
since 1972. 

In Winnipeg South, the 44- 
year-old wife of a land devel¬ 
opment company marketing 
director who intends to sup- 
IMtrt the Conservatives today 
after voting Liberal lasrt time 
explained: "i think the 
country’s moving loo fast. It’s 
out of control. They’re moving 
too Socialist, following the 
NDP. They’ve lost all princi¬ 
ple. The Liberals are juwt try¬ 
ing to stay in office.” 

Inflation also hurts the New 
Democrats a$ voters are feel¬ 
ing the pinch after their expe¬ 


rience with NDP provincial 
governments. 

A 21-year-dld customer ser¬ 
viceman for a record com¬ 
pany who is switching from 
the NDP to the Conservatives 
commented: "I voted NDP in 
1972. It was something hew. 
But I don’t think it’s working. 
I've had a taste of it here and 
I don’t like it. I’m against 
these things like Autopac (the 
Manitoba government-run au¬ 
tomobile insurance system i, 
sales taxes and the unemploy¬ 
ment thing.” 

And some who voted NDP 
last time are supporting the 
Conservatives now as the 
most available vehicle for de¬ 
feating the government. 

As a 32-year-old farm 
housewife near Crand Coulee 
in Regina take-Centre stated: 
"I feel I’d like to vote for the 
strongest one of the two. In¬ 
flation and the unemployment 
situation, that’s what I’m 
against.” 

As a result of these factors, 
it appears that Conservatives 
are threatening in five of the 
eight NDP seats in Saskatche¬ 
wan and Manitoba and in one 
held by a Liberal. 

In Saskatchewan, aside 


from Yorkton-Melville, where 
the NDP had a large edge in 
1972, the remainder of the 
NDP seat* could be in 
danger. The personal stature 
of Justice Minister Otto Lang 
and the fact that the Conser¬ 
vatives were in third place in 
1972 stands in the way of any 
change in Saskatoon-Huni- 
boldt. 

In Manitoba, Selkirk, now 
held by the NDP, appears to 
be a prime Conservative pros¬ 
pect while Defence Minister 
James Richardson Is In a 
tough fight to stove off former 
Conservative provincial attor¬ 
ney-general Sterling Lion in 
Winning Soutli. 

F'inally, while the campaign 
goes on, the spectre of a 
world catastrophe hovers over 
the region. The heavy winter 
snows and spring rains have 
left a considerable portion of 
farm land tinder water. Trac¬ 
tors lx>g down to their axles 
and less than half the area 
can be seeded. 

If drying fails to take place 
quickly, or if frost does not 
hold off this fall, even higher 
food prices than now exist in 
Canada and food shortages In 
many parts of the world could 
result.

An industry with problems 
common to both sides of the 
border was the way in which 
Robert Colgan deescribed the 
electrical contracting business 
when he spoke at a luncheon 
here Friday. 

Colgan, of Toledo, Ohio, was 
here in his capacity as pres¬ 
ident of the National Elec¬ 
trical Contractor? Association. 
He was addressing .about 125 
delegates and their wives who 
were attending the two-day 
annual convention of the Elec¬ 
trical Contractors Association 
of B.C. 

. The! U.S. president remind¬ 
ed his listeners that labor dis¬ 
putes and • contract settle¬ 
ments are achieved in the in¬ 
dustry in his country by arbi¬ 
tration boards and have been 
since 1920. 

Colgan added that he would 
like to see this approach tried 
in Canada. Five of the six 
B.C. locals of the Interna¬ 
tional Brotherhood of Elec¬ 
trical Workers have settled 
new contracts this spring but 


a province-wide construction 
shutdown has been predicted. 

The president suggested 
that contractors could turn 
some of today’s problems, 
such as an energy shortage, 
to its advantage. He cited the 
example of persuading a man¬ 
ager of building project to 
switch to electrical energy 
from propane, which has sud¬ 
denly become expensive and 
in short supply. 

"If copper is not available, 
you can sometimes use alumi¬ 
num,” he added. 

He also advised contractors 
that they could get more pro- 
. ficient in estimating and if 
they must accept retentions, 
to get interest on them if 
they’re held in escrow. 

In planning for profits, Col¬ 
gan told his audience that 
they should be constantly ana¬ 
lyzing past performances and 
shoring up apparent 
weaknesses. “Be your own 
best salesman,”was more ad¬ 
vice. 

The materials shortage in 
the electrical industry was 
one problem tackled in sev¬ 
eral seminars at the con¬ 
vention. 

Ross Kinneard of Van¬ 
couver. general manager of 
the B.C. association, said that 
most of the shortages today 
are in steel and plastic and 


they have been aggravated by 
the current high level of con¬ 
struction. He suggested that 
new steel plant capacity, 
which will become effective 
two or three years from now, 
is the eventual solution. 

Kinneard said that his asso¬ 
ciation employs between 4,000 
and 5,000 workers, not count¬ 
ing apprentices. 

The new association pres¬ 
ident is Ernest Almerling of 
Burnaby, who succeed* 1Rob¬ 
ert O’Brien of Vancouver.

stays 

afloat 


WILLIAMSBURG, V A . 
(UPI) — The oil crisis has 
killed any chance for speedy 
reform of the International 
Monetary System, American, 
British and West German of¬ 
ficials said Friday. 

As a result, the noncom¬ 
munist w-orld will continue to 
live in an era of “floating” 
exchange rates — where the 
value of a national currency 
fluctuates with supply and de¬ 
mand rather than being keyed 
to any specific rate, they said. 

This conclusion was offered 
by the leading monetary ex¬ 
perts of three powerful na¬ 
tions to commercial and gov¬ 
ernment bankers from 21 na¬ 
tions attending the annual 
meeting of the international 
monetary conference. 

Citing worldwide inflation, 
vastly higher oil prices and 
enormous and mobile funds. 
Otmar Emminger, deputy 
governor of the W’est Orman 
central bank, said: 

"As long as these influences 
cannot be brought under bet¬ 
ter control, there is no realist¬ 
ic prospect of putting into ef¬ 
fect an all-embracing system¬ 
atic reform of the system.” 

Jeremy Morse, chairman off 
the deputies of The. Commit¬ 
tee of 20 — the group desig¬ 
nated to draft a blueprint for 
easing future balance of pay-* 
ments and exchange rate dif¬ 
ficulties — put the blame on 
inflation and a "lack of politi¬ 
cal will.” 

In modest disagreement, 
Paul Volcker, undersecretary 
of the U.S. Treasury for inter¬ 
national monetary affairs, 
said he did not feel that na¬ 
tions lacked the desire to 
reach a settlement. 

But he added, he did “feel 
very strongly that these 
issues would have been re¬ 
solved if we hadn’t had the oil 
and inflation problems and 
then we wouldn’t have l>ecn 
talking about political will.”

campaign. But these 91 seat s, 
based on 1972 returns, are 
vulnerable and might decide 
which party will form the 
government. 

The survey of 1972 results, 
done by journalism professor 
Joseph Scanlon of Carleton 
University in Ottawa, shows 
how tenuous party holds are 
on many ridings. When the 
results pour in election night, 
turnovers in early returns 
from these ridings might give 
a firm indication of political 
trends. 

The marginal ridings proba¬ 
bly will see more intense 
campaigning than other con¬ 
stituencies. 

They were chosen by Scan¬ 
lon solely on the basis of 1972 
election results. He considers 
a marginal seat one in which 
the winner’s margin of victo¬ 
ry was 10 per cent or less. 

The survey does not take 
into account other factors that 
may make other ridings close, 
such as retirement of incum¬ 
bents and the emergence of 
strong new candidates. 

Forty-four of the marginal 
seats are in Ontario, which 
has 88 federal ridings. Scan¬ 
lon’s calculations show that 16 
of the 25 Metropolitan Toronto 


seats fall into the marginal 
category. 

Of Quebec's 74 ridings 17 
are marginal, 11 of 23 in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia are close and so 
are nine of* 13 Saskatchewan 
seats. 

Most of the Ontario mar¬ 
ginal ridings are basically 
Liberal and Progressive Con¬ 
servative fights, but the NDP 
enters the scene in Saskatche¬ 
wan and British Columbia. -So¬ 
cial Credit and the Liberals 
will be Hie main combatants 
in the Quebec marginal rid¬ 
ings.

Cuidolin denies 
tampering charge 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — Bep 
Guidolin, former coach of the 
Boston Bruins, was named 
Friday as the first coach of 
the Kansas City Scouts. 

Guidolin, who resigned late 
last month as coach of the 
Bruins, brushed aside reports 
tnat the Boston club plans to 
file charges with the National 
Hockey League accusing the 
expansion club of approaching 
Guidolin while he was still 
under contract to the beaten 
Stanley Cup finalists. 

‘‘There was no tampering," 
said the 49-year-old Guidolin. 
who started his professional 
saiockey career with the Bruins 
in 1942, at 16 the youngest 
player to ever compete in the 
NHL. 

Guidolin also played with 
Detroit Red Wings and Chica¬ 


go Black Hawks in an active 
career wthfcch ended in 1953. 
Early in his coaching career, 
he reached the Canadian jun¬ 
ior final with Oshawa Gener¬ 
als, and more recently got as 
far as the Ontario Hockey As¬ 
sociation playoffs with London 
Knights. 

Guidolin moved into profes¬ 
sional hockey with Boston 
Braves, the Bruins’ American 
League farm club, and moved 
up to die parent club midway 
through the 1972-73 season. 

Bruins topped the East Di¬ 
vision this past season, but 
Philadelphia Flyers upset 
them in'"the Stanley Cup final. 
Guidolin could have stayed as 
coach, it was reported, but 
the Bruins balked at the five- 
year contract he sought and 
he tendered his resignation.

There is an invisible line in 
our lives and we can live 
above or below it, according 
to Emma Smiley. 

Below the line life is empty, 
dreary and unrewarding. But, 
thinking, above the line can 
bring a full, happy and re¬ 
warding life. 

That is Mrs. Smiley’s phi¬ 
losophy and she has proved it 
for herself and many others. 

"Heaven is here and now 
where Jesus placed it," she 
said with conviction in a re¬ 
cent interview. "And if we 
don't know this, it’s as if it 
were not so. It is something 
we can live in here and now.”^ 

Mrs. Smiley has been help¬ 
ing people to lead more 
healthy, fruitful lives for a 
good many years. 

The Truth Centre, of which 


she is the leader, has had its 
home in the old Crease man¬ 
sion on Fort Street for more 
than 25 years. Before the 
centre had a home, Mrs. Smi¬ 
ley used to broadcast over 
CJVI. She had a series of 
talks titled Thinking Above 
Fhe Line.

If you consider for a mo¬ 
ment the nature and habit of 
growth of the raspberry, you 
will realize these plants are 
under considerable strain at 
this time of the year. 

In apples and plums and 
similar fruits, once a tree has 
expended its energies in push¬ 
ing out a branch, that same 
branch can carry a crop of 
fruit for many years to come. 

Once it is fully grown, a 
fruit tree can take it easy on 
the job of making branches 
and concentrate all its ener¬ 
gies on the production of fruit. 
Not so the raspberry. 

□ 

Each individual raspberry 
cane lives for only two years. 
It comes up from the perma¬ 
nent roots one year, blossoms 
and bears fruit the following 
year, then it dies and is cut 
away to make room for a 
batch of new young cancs 
coming up from the roots. 

The plant, therefore, can 
never take it easy on the pro¬ 
duction of canes. At this time 
of year it must set and ripen 
its fruit, and at the same time 
push up enough new canes to 
carry next year's crop. 

This t is why the raspberry is 
known as a hungry feeder.

Garden Notes 


The overworked roots, doing 
two jobs at once, must have 
plenty of nourishing food and 
water, and when neglected in 
this respect, the* berried will 
be small and seedy and full of 
pips, and the new young 
canes will be thin and scraw- 
ney. 

To my mind, there is noth¬ 
ing to beat a generous surface 
mulch of old rotted farmyard 
manure over the roots of 
those heavy feeders, topped 
up annually with more of the 
same. 

You don't have to bother 
digging it in; our good 
friends, the caJthwomis, will 
pull it down to where it will 
do the most gopd. 

□ 

In any case, it is bad busi¬ 
ness to go digging or even 
hoeing deeply around raspber¬ 
ries. for die roots are very 
shallow and easily damaged 
by careless cultivating. 

Incidentally, the manure 
‘mulch serves not only to feed 
the plants, but by insulating 


the soil surface from the sun, 
it helps keep these shallow 
roots cool and moist. 

Mind you, manure is not a 
complete food for raspberries, 
for even a very good sample 
from well-fed animals may be 
a bit short on potash, iron and 
magnesium for these demand¬ 
ing plants. 

It is true that manure con¬ 
tains a lot of odds and ends 
not found ordinarily in bag 
fertilizer - hormones and 
various glandular products — 
but the ideal diet for raspber¬ 
ries is manure PLUS a bal¬ 
anced chemical fertilizer. 

□ 

Because raspberries also 
need plenty of water, it seems 
only good sense to apply this 
fertilizer in water, for in this 
way it goes to work right 
away. This means buying the 
highly concentrated, soluble 
kinds. 

When you go shopping for 
such concentrated plant food, 
the cost may come as a bit of 
a shock, for a small tin or 


bottle of the stuff may set you 
back almost as much as a 
whole sackful of the ordinary 
granular fertilizer. 

It goes a long way. though. 
Using only one tablespoonful 
per gallon — rather like in¬ 
stant coffee as compaj-ed 
with regular coffee — and it 
doesn’t actually cost any 
more per unit of plant food. 


The price will vary some¬ 
what between one brand and 
another, but you get pretly 
much what you pay for. and 
the more expensive kinds will 
have a list of ingredients on 
the label as complicated as 
that of a one-a-day vitamin 
piU: reinforced with boron, 
magnesium, copper, zinc, 
manganese and similar min-, 
crals required in very "mirtute 
quantities for healthy plant 
growth. 

An effective feeding pro¬ 
gram for raspberries is half a 
gallon of the nutrient solution 
per running yard cf row. ap¬ 
plied every second week 
throughout the graving sea¬ 
son. Apply only after rain, or 
after a good watering, for Hie 
nutrient solution ijenetrates 
better in damp sdil.

Residents rise 
to protest 

Hydro invasion

A mile from Misery Bay 
residents are down-in-the- 
mouth about a B.C. Hydro 
proposal to slash another scar 
across the Finlayson Arm 
beauty spot. 

The residents, who live on 
the Malahat. are fighting the 
proposal which may send a 
second line of power poles 
marching across the High¬ 
lands to span the Arm, land¬ 
ing at Christmas Point. 

A petition with several 
hundred names is being sent 
to B.C. Hydro this week, ask¬ 
ing the company to drop the 
proposal. 

Doug Angus, the man who 
headed the drive to block the 
route, said Monday: “When 
we found out about this new 
route people here were really 
shook up. You can imagine 
what that would do to this 
area. It would be a disgrace.” 

He said residents favor an 
original proposal to run a 500 
kilovolt transmission line par¬ 
allel to an existing line which 
spans the Arm at Tunnel Hill. 

A group of residents recent¬ 
ly met with Hydro officials 
and stated their objections to 
the new proposal. 

"We made it clear how we 


felt and now we are Hoping 
that public opinion will have 
some sway in the issue,” said 
Angus. 

The original proposal had 
the line crossing Malahat 
Drive at Tunnel Hill and then 
slicing directly into the tree 
farms on its way to Shaw- 
nigan Lake. 

“If they use that route, 
none of the Malahat residents 
will be affected,” said Angus. 
“But "if the new route goes 
through, some people will be 
forced to move from their 
homes.” 

To accommodate a second 
line lunder the latest proposal 
a 600-foot wide swath would 
have to be cut through trees 
alongside Malahat Drive for a 
distance of half a mile. 

“Hundreds of thousands of 
people use this road every 
year and that will not do any¬ 
thing to improve the view," 
said Angus. 

Owner of the Dutch Latch, 
Rudolph Van den Brink, said: 
“People live in this area be¬ 
cause it is a beautiful place 
and we will do everything to 
prevent it being spoiled.” 

A Hydro spokesman said all 
presentations would be stud¬ 
ied before a report to the Cap¬ 
ital Region Board and a final 
decision is made.

malt-Saanich says his party is 
unimpressed. 

Liberal candidate Mrs. 
Frances Elford in Victoria 
says the proposed program, 
“misunderstood or discredit¬ 
ed” by the opposition and 
“vested interests,” will prove 
a great boon to lower and 
middle-income families seek¬ 
ing homes. 

The Victoria Real Estate 
Board in a statement said the 
program “wiil provide a con¬ 
tinuation of the Inflationary 
trend,” adding it was hard to 
see where it would assist low- 
income earners, or even low- 
to-middiwncome earners, “to 
acquire the house otf their 
dreams.” 

McKinnon said maximum 
house prices covered by the 
scheme “are totally unrealis¬ 
tic. 

“For example, in Victoria 
no grants will be allowed on 
homes priced in excess of 
327,000; therefore the plan 
was meaningless for prospec¬ 
tive home-buyers in the Vic¬ 
toria area." 

Smart said Trudeau was 
borrowing ideas from the New 
Democrats: Lower mortgage 
rates and lower down pay¬ 
ments for people of low or 
moderate income. 

“But he's not going far 
enough.” Smart said. "Under 
this plan it would still call for 
an income of 518.000 or $19,000 
to meet the mortgage pay¬ 
ments. 

“An interest rate of 6 per 
cent, as advocated by the 
NDP, would ,mean a saving of 


$113 a month on a $35,000 
home with a 25-year mort¬ 
gage, compared with the 
same house on an 11 per cent 
mortgage.” 

Mrs. Elford said the Tru¬ 
deau plan would make houses 
available to. people in the 
$4,500 to $15,000 income range, 
at mortgage rates calling for 
payments below 22 per cent of 
income. 

At present, she said, real 
estate people make their own 
assessments of houses, and 
under the Assisted Home 


Owner Plan they would have 
to rethink their assessment 
methods. 

The result would be a low¬ 
ering of current high house 
prices, and would encourage 
young couples looking for 
houses to purchase as a home 
to live in. not an investment. 

The real estate board said it 
was virtually impossible 
today for a home eligible for 
CMHC financing to be found 
in Victoria at the Trudeau-in¬ 
dicated price of $27,000. 

Loans for a moderately- 


priced home in Victoria would 
be available only to persons 
earning $16,000 to $17,000 a 
year. 

“The average residence on 
the multiple listing service for 
the 12-month period ending 
April 30,” the board said, 
“was $36,731. The average 
price tor the month of April 


was $39,143. It could be con¬ 
sidered that a moderately- 
priced home in Victoria would 
cost about $40,000. 

“With the guidelines sug¬ 
gested by the prime minister, 
the maximum mortgage which 
could be raised is $36,000, and 
with an interest rate of 11.5 
per cent, amortized over 25 


years, it would require an an¬ 
nual income of approximately 
$17,000 to qualify.” 

To find needed homes, and 
to maintain the housing in¬ 
dustry as a vital part of the 
company, the board urged 
that some method be found to 
provide mortgage funds at a 
lower cost.

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Ville Emard deluges Quebec music scene

MONTREAL (CP) Que¬ 
bec has nurtured a hord of 
talented musicians and 
singers in the last decade, 
many of whom ventured littie 
farther than La Belle Prov¬ 
ince during their careers. 

Several, notably Charlebois 
and Pagliaro, hammered hard 
and Ictig on the English-Can- 
dian door to sell their records 
in moderate volume in other 
parts of Canada. But a Que¬ 
bec artist or group has yet to 
make a killing in this market. 

The times may be a-chang- 
ing, however, with the arrival 
on the rock music scene of the 
Ville Emard Blues Band, an 
extraordinary assembly of 18 
polished musicians. In less 
than a year, they have over¬ 
whelmed the Quebec market. 

Unlike many of their con¬ 
temporaries and predeces¬ 
sors. VillarfBmard is not pre¬ 
pared to 64op at that. Already 
the band has attracted a rare 
interest outside the province 
and indications are that when 
they take to the road on their 
Canada-wide tour later this 


year, audiences will be stand¬ 
ing on their seats as the huge 
sound of Ville Emard is un¬ 
leashed on stage. « 

Wcrd of Ville Emard has 
also spread to the United 
States where the search for 
something different to edge 
onto the lucrative rock mar¬ 
ket intensifies daily. 

Ville Emard is indeed some¬ 
thing different. Aside from 
the vast array of musicians 
playing and singing in thrill¬ 
ing harmony and rhythm, 
Ville Emard succeeds in 
creating the atmosphere of a 
musical party in which the 
audience plays an equal part. 

“When we perform a con¬ 
cert, we invite people to a 
party.” says Bill Gagnon, tne 
of three bass guitarists in the 
band. “This is what we 
always try to get across. The 
party feeling is the whole 
spark of Ville Emard and 
without it the band would lose 
its impetus, disgress and 
problably collapse.” 

Ville Emard recently com¬ 
pleted its first major outing, a 
30-date tour of Quebec which

included a triumphant ap¬ 
pearance at the Montreal 
Forum, long reserved for up¬ 
per-echelon musicians. 

That concert marked the ef¬ 
forts and tensions of more 
than six months’ hard labor, 
served to form, rehearse and 
PQlish Ville Emard which, 
Gagnon says, “was far from 
the easiest band to put to¬ 
gether, let alone keep to¬ 
gether.” 

The tensions and frustra¬ 
tions still are there as Ville 
Emard explores and expands 
the huge spaces of music they 
are capable of playing.

VIENNA (UPI) — The urn with the ashes of 
Viennese composer Arnold Schoenberg was re¬ 
buried alongside the graves of other famous musi¬ 
cians Wednesday to mark the 10th birthday of the 
father of 12-tone music. 

The ashes were flown from Los Angeles to 
Vienna for reinterment alongside the remains of 
Ludwig van Beethoven, Franz Schubert, Johannes 
Brahms and Johann Strauss. 

The ceremony in the Vienna Zentralfriedhof 
cemetery climaxed celebrations to mark the anni¬ 
versary, which also included an exhibition and an 
international congress. 

But SchoertSgrg’s music remained markedly 
absent from Vienna's annual four-week music fes¬ 
tival, which started May 26. The Vienna state 
opera also ignored his music. 

Schoenberg, a Jew, fled his native Austria in 
1934 and settled in the United States. He died in 
1951 in Los Angeles, where has was buried until 
now.

The wizards of the middle 
ages worked tirelessly to 
square the circle, discover 
perpetual motion, change cop¬ 
per into gold or water into 
wine. This . new invention is 
the brainchild of a German 
scientist. 

George Weber calls his 
philosopher’s stone a We- 
berizer. and a test version is

on display at the D. Sokolin 
liquor store on Madison Ave¬ 
nue. 

It was there, in a small 
back room, that Sokolin dem¬ 
onstrated the machine.

First, he poured about two 
ounces of the wine into a flat, 
plastic slide.

The slide 
was exposed for four seconds 
on each side. 

Then he removed the slide, 
poured the wine into a wine 
glass and offered me a sip. 

Eureka! 

It was smooth, the rasping 
quality was mostly gone. My 
mouth did not pucker. It 
wasn’t exactly the golden 
smoothness of a great Chateau 
d'Yquen, but it was an im¬ 
provement. 

Sokolin said the Weberizer 
is still in a highly experi¬ 
mental stage. And red wines 
haven't shown the same 
promise after exposure to its 
magic as have the white or 
fortified wines. 

"I feel It has validity,” he 
said, “but I’m not willing to 
commit myself to lopgrange 
merits.” • 

Successful development of 
the machine would effect 
huge savings in storage costs. 
Wines could be properly aged 
and sold immediately.

Civic honor to mark 
Princess Pats 9 60th

The Princess Patricias are celebrating 
their diamond jubilee this year and next Sat¬ 
urday at 3 p.m. they’ll be given the freedom 
of the city cl Victoria in a ceremony at the 
legislative buildings. 

City council will hold a special meeting on 
a dias near the statue of Queen Victoria for 
the express purpose of conferring the honor. 

Mayor Peter Pollen will inspect the Third 
Battalion and the regimental band from 
Work Point and will then present the free¬ 
dom of the city to Maj.-Oen. C. B. Ware 
(ret.), colonel of the regiment, of Kingston, 
Ont. 

The regimental color will be uncased, bay¬ 
onets will be fixed and the battalion will 
march through the streets of the city. The 
mayor and the general will take the salute in 
front of The Empress and the men from 
Work Point will follow a route along Govern¬ 
ment, Fort, Douglas and Chatham to Memo¬ 
rial Arena. 

Saturday's ceremony will be the first of 
the regiment’s celebrations in Victoria of its 
60 years of existence. The regimental band 
and the battalion’s corps of drums will give a 
concert in the Cameron bandshell in Beacon 
Hill Park at 8 p.m. Saturday, June 29. 

At 2 p.m. July.l the battalion will troop 
the color at Royal Athletic Stadium which, 
with extra seats provided, will accommodate 
7,000 people. All three events are open to the 
public. 

Aid. Alf Hood, who joined Victoria’s his¬ 
toric 5th B.C. Coast Regiment in 1934, and re¬ 
tired from the army as a lieutent-colonel in 
1965, said Friday he took great pleasure in 
his part in working for this honor for the Pa¬ 
tricias. 

"I welcome it," he said, "not only as an 
alderman of the city but also because of my 
service background. 

"The PPCLI has had a lengthy association 
'With Victoria and it is fitting that we show 


our gratitude for their record. That we can 
do it in their 60th anniversary year is most 
appropriate.” 

He said the hcsior was being given to the 
Princess Patricia’s Canadian Light Infantry 
as a regiment and not just to thy Third bat¬ 
talion now at Work Point. \ 

"In this way it will apply to whichever 
battalion is stationed here." 

Lt.-Col. Richard Cowling, commanding of¬ 
ficer of the Third Battalion, will lead his men 
in the ceremony. 

He said Friday that he was "very, very 
happy with the groat honor" particularly 
since the regiment had been a part of Vic¬ 
toria life almost continuously since just after 
the First World War. 

Jt won’t be the first time the Patricias 
have been given the freedom of a city. 

The city of Ypres, Belguim, conferred the 
same honor. So did the cities of Edmonton, 
Winnipeg and Calgary. 

The first time Victoria granted this 
highest civic hctior to a unit of ihe armed 
forces was on June 6, 1964, when the Canadi¬ 
an Scottish Regiment (Princess Mary’s) was 
honored. That date was the 20th anniversary 
of the Normandy landings in which the Scot¬ 
tish took part. 

Hie traditional date of the celebration for 
the PPCLI is March 17, the birthday of 
Princess Patricia of Connaught, daughter of 
the Duke ct Connaught who was governor- 
general of Canada when the regiment was 
formed In 1914. 

The duke gave permission to Andrew Ha¬ 
milton Gault of Montreal (who spent $100,000 
of his own money to raise a battalion of vet¬ 
erans) to incorporate his daughter’s name in 
that of the regiment. 

The princess married and became Lady 
Patricia Ramsay. She died last January and 
cn her birthday the men of Work Point held a 
memorial service in Christ Church Cathe¬ 
dral. 


The opening of the downtown centre fol¬ 
lows the arrival last month of a $9,000 federal 
government grant to the society.

Saanich not bypassing 
Royal Oak on sewers 


Royal Oak is not being by¬ 
passed by Saanich municipal¬ 
ity in the matter of sewers, 
according to Aid. William 
Noel. 

Noel was replying to criti¬ 
cism by Dr. Michael Penn of 
Royal Oak who claimed the 
municipality was planning 
sewers for the proposed 
Broadmead shopping centre 
while ignoring an open drain¬ 
age system near Royal Oak 
shopping centre. 

Penn told the Colonist he 
was "disturbed" by the mu¬ 
nicipality’s "vague priori- 

The open drains are a 
health hazard, he said, and 
they stink. "Meanwhile, Saan- 
dch apparently is giving prior¬ 
ity on sewers to an asjyet-un- 
built shopping centre and we 
have apparently, to be content 
with open sewers.” 

He said there was little re¬ 
sponse on the sewerage situa¬ 
tion from Saanich officials 
when residents gave their 
views on the future of the 


area at a public meeting in 
Royal Oak junior high school. 
He will take his concern to 
Dr. Allan Ameil, head of Ihe 
Capital Regional District’s 
public health services if noth¬ 
ing is done, he said. 

But Aid. Noel said that he, 
as chairman of Ihe public 
works committee, had asked 
for full council diScussicn on 
new sewer boundaries. 

"We will give fair consider¬ 
ation to the Royal Oak area," 


he said, "and the area just 
north of the Royal Oak school 
around Normandy Road." 

Noel said other people jn 
the municipality are also in 
dire need of sewers, such as 
those in the low area around 
Viewmont. 

He said he was also mindful 
of people in areas of the 
sewer survey which had not 
yet been serviced. There are 
a couple of areas in Gordon 
Head. Blenkinsop-McKenzie 
and North Burnside.

worker 
loses job 


Gorge Road Hospital’s admitting officer, an 11- 
year employee, has-been fired because she refused 
to join a union. 


Mrs. Marie Mills, of 2835 
Knotty Pine, says she doesn’t 
like unions, doesn't think that 
a union with power to strike 
serves the best interests of 
hospital patients, and consid¬ 
ers a union that compels her 
to join is one that acts against 
her "rights as a human 
being.” 

Mrs. Mills, who is married 
. to a non-union truck-driver, 
told the Colonist Friday she 
had received notice to quit 
earlier this week because she 
would'not join the B.C. Hospi¬ 
tal Employees Union, Local 
180, or pay union dues. 

Despite repeated warnings 
that she must join the union 
(or pay dues) under the latest 
contract between the union 
and B.C. Hospital Association, 
Mrs. Mills has stood firm. 

And she says that many 
hospital staff, including sever¬ 
al union members, are behind 
her. 

"I feel very .strongly about 
unions and when I was hired 
11 years ago there was no 
union and no possibility of one 
... I don’t feel that the union 
has the right to order me” 
fired. They didn’t hire me." 

She also thinks B.C. human 
rights legislation is at fault in 
that, while it prohibits unions 
denying membership on dis¬ 
criminatory grounds, it does 
not prevent them from "com¬ 
pelling membership." 

"A union is not allowed to 
deny a person membership 
and yet it doesn’t say any¬ 
thing about a union being able 
1 o force you to belong to it . . . 

1 feel I should have the right 
to decide for myself." 

She says that she has been 
"round-and-round" in her at¬ 
tempts to bring the issue be¬ 
fore the NDP government. 
Since writing in February to 
Kathleen Ruff, director of the 
B.C. Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion, she has sent letters to 
Premier Barrett and Labor 
Minister William King. 

Mrs. Mills told the Colonist 
sjie had not yet had a reply 
from a letter to King May 8 
renuesting a meeting. 

Her co-author in this corre¬ 
spondence has been 59-year- 
old Jerry Noulette, 4256 Park- 
side Cres., a physiotherapist- 
aide and 12-year Gorge em¬ 
ployee. 

Noulette was also well 
aware of the consequences of 
his stand and when he re¬ 
ceived notice from the hospi¬ 
tal that he would have to he 
fired unless he joined the 
union or paid union dues by 
mid-May, lie reluctantly ag¬ 
reed to pay the dues. 

"My job was in jeopardy, I 
had to bow,” he said, adding 
that "this smells, a very 
strong smell."

IjONDON, Eng. - “I out 
my teeth on Otto Preminger, 
and after him the others were 
a piece of cake. Since then, 
I’ve worked for all the great 
film directors, and now I’ve 
got a reputation for dealing 
with the toughies,” said film 
production manager Eva 
Monley with a grin. 

As she talked of shouting 
matches with John Huston, 
the small, tanned woman cre¬ 
dited her success in films 
largely to her stamina. She 
can work a 20-hour day, and it 
may be in the middle of the 
Sahara. 

Film star Michael Caine, 
who has worked with her on 
four films, and thinks she is 


the best in the business, said 
of her: "You can’t even claim 
it as victory for women's lib 
that she is accepted in the 
job. It’s just exceptional that 
a woman would even want to 
do something that would be 
too much for most men. But 
Eva was brought up organiz¬ 
ing safaris in Africa, and 
she’s tough as nails.M 
She is accepted as being the 
best of very few women pro¬ 
duction managers in the busi¬ 
ness. but what is more to the 
point for her. she is consid¬ 
ered one of the best produc¬ 
tion managers in the world. 
The job, basically, is getting 
the show on the road, organiz¬ 
ing locations, machinery, 
travel, catering, and person¬ 
nel. She is responsible for pro¬ 


ducing all that will be needed 
by the director, the actors, 
and the technicians through¬ 
out filming, within the budget 
laid down by the producer. 

In Sussex on location for 
her latest film, Drabble, being 
made in England and Paris 
toy American director Don 
Siegel, she took time out to 
talk about her career. 

"First, I have never thought 
of myself as a career 
woman,’’ she said. But she 
first became involved, while 
she was still at home in 
Kenya, and still in her teens. 
She met a man who had just 
started a film studio, and 
couldn’t cope with the work. 
So she went to help out in the 
evenings. 

Soon she became a continu¬ 


ity girl. "I found I didn’t like 
taking orders, -so I became a 
location manager," she re¬ 
called, "and I still couldn’t 
stand being told what to do. 
so Dtto Preminger finally 
gave me my chance, and I 
was a production manager, 
giving orders to a vast team 
of people. 

"I must admit it was hard 
breaking through the sex bar¬ 
rier and to be accepted as a 
woman, as being more than a 
continuity girl. I know, for in¬ 
stance, that Don Siegel was 
apprehensive on this film, but 
now we get on very well. 

•’I’ve worked in Europe and 
America, and I found it easier 
with Americans. The men 
seem to wait for women to 
tell them what to do, but in 


Britain it’s harder to make 
them accept orders from a fe¬ 
male. 

"My philosophy, both as the 
best way of doing the jdb. and 
.taking any ‘aggro’ out of the 
male-female thing, is to be 
tough on them. The continuity 
girl can go and have lunch 
with the crew, but not me. If I 
w ant them back to start work, 
I can’t go with them. I have 
to enforce the discipline by 
example. The thing is that I 
don’t mind not being liked, 
but it is important to me to be 
respected." 

Miss Monley expects a very 
high standard from everyone 
who works with her which is 
why she has turned down 
work on films she doesn't 
think are good — but she is 


also sensitive in handling 
staff. As she organized rooms 
for the film crew and stars in 
Brighton, Sussex, including 
moving Michael Caine be¬ 
cause his room was noisy, she 
offended many; next day they 
were ail smiles because she 
had sent them all presentation 
boxes of hand-made choco¬ 
lates with a personal message f. 
of thanks. 

"I just enjoy films, and 
working in the business. It’s a 
challenge, and after 20 years, 

I feel that even in a shrinking 
scene I will survive," she 
said. "As in many fields,

MOSCOW (AP) — Anatoly 
Karpov is patiently laying 
siege to the castle where 
Bobby Fischer rules the king¬ 
dom of chess. 

Karpov is prepared to wait 
while he gets his bishops and 
knights and pawns into posi¬ 
tion for the final assault. 

For the time being Fischer 
is invulnerable. Karixjv rea¬ 
sons. •'He’s the strongest 
player in the world” and runs 
no risk of losing his crovwi 
next year. 

But when Fischer has to de¬ 
fend the world championship 
again in 1978, age and fatigue 
might make him prey to a 
"younger man," the Karpov 
analysis goes. 

Who this "younger man" is 
Karpov will not say. But you 
can make a good bet he 
turned 23 last month, is un¬ 
married and is a skinny five 
feet 10 inches tall. 

The person Karpov has in 
mind is Karpov. And so does 
nearly everyone else in the 
world of Soviet chess. 

Karpov lost only one of the 
71 games he played last year 
and placed first in four of the 
six tournaments he entered, 
lie was voted best Soviet 
chess player of 1973, a desig¬ 


nation that used to mean best 
in the world. 

This year, Karpov disposed 
of Lev Pologayevsky, a fellow 
Soviet, with three wins and 
five draw's in the quarter-final 
of the competition to find a 
challenger for Fischer. 

In the semi-final he beat 
Boris Spassky wfth such ea<c 
that even the former world 
champion’s mast vocal de¬ 
tractors were surprised. 

Born in the Ural Mountain 
mining town of Zlatoust, Kar¬ 
pov was playing chess before 
he could read. When he was 
4’a, his father gave him a 
chess set as a toy. Before 
long, young Tolya not only 
knew the moves, he could fol¬ 
low written chess notations.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Two medical experts say 
drinkers trying to cope with a 
hangover may be making the 
problem worse if they reach 
for the aspirin bottle. 

"Adding the insult of 
aspirin on top of the insult of 
over-indulgence in alcohol is 
unsafe,” Prof. Stewart Har¬ 
vey told the Senate monopoly 
subcommittee. 

Harvey, a pharmacology 
professor at the University of 
Utah College of Medicine, 
said that after heavy alcohol 
intake, aspirin tends to break 
down membrane barriers 
which normally prevent stom¬ 
ach acid from damaging the 
stomach itself. 

Harvey recommended that 
the term "antacid” be re¬ 
moved from the label of any 
aspirin-containing product.

Cars top list 
of complaints 


One-third of alll complaints 
to the consumer affairs de¬ 
partment are about cars or 
mobile homes. Consumer Af¬ 
fairs Minister Phyllis Young 
reported Friday. 

And about half of the car 
complaints involve new 
models, she told the B.C. Au¬ 
tomobile Dealers’ Association 
convention at The Empress. 

"Four years ago about 90 
per cent of the car complaints 
dealt with used cars, and only 
10 per- cent with new cars,” 
she said. 

“Since that the complaints 


about new cars have risen as 
a percentage of the total until 
now they constitute about

Child abuse law 
sets lay panels 


By HUBERT BEYER

Legislation giving children 
mere protection against abuse 
and desertion was introduced 
Friday in the B.C. Legisla¬ 
ture. 

In another move to Involve 
ihe community in social prob- 
lems, die government will 
allow lay persons to sit in 
judgment on cases involving 
maltreatment or abandon¬ 
ment of children. 

This will l>e accomplished 
by formation of three-member 
panels, each consisting of one 
.judge and two lay persons. 

The panels will have the 
power to subpoena witnesses 
and make decisions by a ma¬ 
jority vote. Such decisions in¬ 
clude whether a child who has 
been abused or maltreated 
should remain with the 
parents cr be given into the 
custody or foster parents, or 
an institution. 


Only in matters of law will 
the judge have sole jurisdic¬ 
tion. In all other matters, the 
lay persons on the panel will 
have tiie powers of a judge. 

The legislation, which fol¬ 
lows the recent recommen¬ 
dations <A the royal commis¬ 
sion on family law. headed by 
Supreme Court Judge Thomas 
Berger, prescribes the 
process by which the panels 
are to be established. 

Courts throughout B.C. will 
compile lists of people they 
can call on when cases involv¬ 
ing children are to be heard. 

Panel members will be se¬ 
lected on a rotating basis and 
will have to be sworn in by a 
judge. Panel members must 
not disclose any information 
they leant in their duties. 

The Protection of Children 
Amendment Act also makes it 
mandatory for anyone to re¬ 
port to the superintendent of 
child welfare any cases of 
child abuse or desertion.

Used-car dealers were not 
members of the association, 
she saiid. and many dealers 
were not members of the as¬ 
sociation. 

However, the new Trade 
Practices Act now gives the 
association the clout to bring 
all dealers into line by requir¬ 
ing certain commitments 
from all suppliers of goods 
and services. 

There are. she said. 18 de¬ 
ceptive practices outlined in 
the act and about four uncons¬ 
cionable acts. 

"I call them the list of no- 
nos. The essence of the list is 
t h e misrepresentation o f 
goods and services. 

“You can't say your prod¬ 
uct will get 31 per miles per 
gallon of gas unless you’re 
prepared to prove it. 

"You can’’t say it’s a 1974 
model when in fact it’s a 1973 
even if the parent company 
has a system of updating 
'heir 1973s to '74s. 

"You can’t say your prod¬ 
uct has standards, qualities, 
quantities or uses they don't 
have." 

There was a time when a 
salesman could say just about 
anything 1o make a sale and. 
as long as it was not written 
in the contract, the supplier 
was not obligated. 

But under the new act, com¬ 
mitments made orally by a 
salesman or supplier’s repre¬ 
sentative are binding, regard¬ 
less of what the contract 
: pells out. 

There are three way® of 
dealing with customer com¬ 
plaints, by mediation between 
supplier and consumer, by 
asking for an agreement of 
voluntary compliance, or by 
action through the courts. 

Either the consumer or the 
director of consumer affairs 
can take action through the 
courts, said Young. 

"But I wish to emphasize 
that the directors will only 
take action if he believes that 
there is a ejear violation of 
the act that has harmed cus¬ 
tomers. 

"In other words there will 
be no frivolous actions by this 
department," she said. 

“We have a competent legal 
branch who are not afraid to 
tell the director when he has 
or has not a case and to tell 
the consumer the same 
thing."

A 33-year-old Montreal man 
ww released Friday on $5,000 
cash bail on a charge arising 
from^a record drugs haul in 
Victoria the day before, while 
surety bail was set at $6,000 
for a 23-year-old Victoria 
man held in the same case. 

The charges were laid after 
an investigation of several 
months climaxed at noonhour 
Thursday with seizure of 
about five pounds of metham- 
petamine, a chemical drug 
commonly known as speed, in 
a downtown hotel where po¬ 
lice picked lip four men. 

Two were later released but 
Montreal resident Gordon 
Robert Drainville was 
charged Friday morning in 
Victoria Provincial Court with 
possession of a controlled 
drug for the purpose of traf¬ 
ficking, and trafficking in a 
controlled drug,. 

Dennis Grant Laverty, 3150 
Jutland, was charged only 
•vith possession of a controlled 
drug for the purpose of traf¬ 
ficking. 

In discussing bail, prosecu- 
fnr Bruce McConnan said an¬ 
other person might be charged 
and further charges against 
l>ainville and I^averty were 
under consideration. 

Police of the multi-force 
Greater Victoria drug squad 
had earlier estimated Ihe sei¬ 
zure at up to 10 pounds but 
McConnan said the actual 
amount was five pounds 
which he, c laimed could sell 
on the street at more than 
$500,000. 

A quirk in the 1972 Canadi¬ 
an bail-reform law entered 
me picture when McConnan 
told Judge William Ostler he 
and defence lawyer Lawrence 
Mill of Vancouver were re¬ 
commending that bail be set 
at $5,000 cash for Drainville. 

The law allows cash bail for 
anyone who lives more than 
100 miles from the court area 
hut says anyone who lives 
within that distance must put 
up one or more sureties and 
cunnot lie released on a cash 
basis. 


Ostler accepted the recom¬ 
mendation and Hill arrived 
from Vancouver soon after 
with the $5,000. 

Gordon Vosburgh, defence 
lawyer fur Laverty, said that 
"unfortunately we haven’t the 
option” of putting up cash and 
asked for a $3,000 surety. 
Cstler set the figure at twice 
that after a discussion. 

Both men were remanded lo 
next Friday for further hear¬ 
ing.

GM cites ripoff 
on lead-free gas 


Pullet slurs Valery and Galina Panov 

Kremlin frees 
ballet dancers 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Jewish 
ballet dancer Valery Panov 
and his ballerina wife Galina 
have been granted exit visas 
to emigrate to Israel and can 
leave whenever they wish, So-, 
viet sources said Friday. 

Neither Panov, the leading 
dancer of I^eningrad's Kirov 
Ballet Company until he ap¬ 
plied to emigrate more than 
two years ago, nor his non-Je¬ 
wish 24-year-old wife, could 
be reached immediately for 
comment. 

lie is recovering in Minsk 
Hospital from food poisoning. 
She is in Leningrad, but their 
telephone has been cut off for 
months. 

The action followed Thurs¬ 
day's personal appeal by Brit¬ 
ish Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson lo Soviet Premier 
Alexei Kosygin to free the 
Panovs before the Bolshoi 
Ballet Company begins a tour 
in Britain next week. 

Some of Britain’s biggest 
theatre and dance stars in¬ 
cluding Laurence Olivier 
(now Lord Olivier). Dame 
Peggy Ashcroft, Sir Frederick 
Ashton and a dozen others 
had threatened lo boycott the 
six-week Bolshoi tour to 
protest the Panovs’ treat¬ 
ment. 

London’s Actors Equity had 
also demanded the Bolshoi be 
banned from performing 
unless the couple was allowed 
to leave the Soviet Union. 

The Soviet sources denied 
the decision was a result m 
Western pressure and said the 
.visas had been ready and 
waiting in the Leningrad visa 
office for several days. They 
said they only needed to be 
picked up and the Panovs 
could leave whenever they 
wished. 

Panov, .*15, was dropped 
from the Kirov when he ai>- 


plied to efnigrate in March, 
1972. Last December the auth¬ 
orities gave him a visa-to go, 
but refused to give one to his 
wife, saying her mother re¬ 
fused to sign the necessary 
documents. 

He refused to go without his 
wife, a top bdllerina who was 
demoted to the Kirov’s Corps 
de Ballet when he applied to 
leave. She quit in protest and 
is now expecting their first 
child. 

The sources declined to 
comment on the mother's re¬ 
ported objections. 


DETROIT (AP) — General 
Motors says United States 
service stations selling un¬ 
leaded gasoline at premium- 
grade prices are charging too 
much. 

Lead-free fuel currently 
costs an average two to four 
cents a gallon more than reg¬ 
ular fuel, but GM says both 
grades should cost the same. 
A similar pricing system 
exists in B.C. 

"The pricing is a little dis¬ 
turbing to us.” executive vice- 
president E.M. Estes said Fri¬ 
day. 

Except for the initial ex¬ 
pense of increasing produc¬ 
tion and distribution of lead- 
free fuel this fall, he said. "I 
am not sure we understand 
why unleaded costs more.” 

All of GM’s 1975-model cars 
and meet of the other auto 
companies’ models will re¬ 
quire unleaded fuel because 
they will be equipped with ca¬ 
talytic converters, which can' 
be poisoned by lead. The 
muffler-like converters are 
being installed to reduce ex¬ 
haust pollution levels. 

Estes said the engines of 
GM cars were redesigned in 
1970 so they could run on a 
low 91-octane grade of unlead¬ 
ed gasoline. 

Before then small car en¬ 
gines required 94-95 octane 
fuel while big engines needed 
99-100 octane premium grade 
gasoline. Lead was added to 
achieve the regular-grade oc¬ 
tane level and again lo boost 
octane the additional four to 


six numbers for premium- 
grade. 

Octane refers to a rating of 
a fuel s ability to reduce da¬ 
maging engine knock-prema¬ 
ture fuel combustion that pre¬ 
vents smooth operation of the 
engine. Lead additives reduce 
engine knock but they also 
increase gasoline prices. 

Estes conceded there might 
be a slight additional cost for 
refining unleaded gasoline to 
obtain the 91-rating but no 
more than the cost of adding 
lead to obtain the 94-95 octane 
level. 

Estesf' pointed to a study it 




commissioned from a Cam¬ 
bridge. Mass., research firm 
in support oif the firm’s 
contention that drivers are 
being overcharged for unlead¬ 
ed fuel. 

The study report prepared 
by Arthur Little Inc., states: 
"Our resuts . . . showed that 
up to 80 per cent of the total 
gasoline pool the base fuel be¬ 
fore lead is added could be 
produced as a lead-free grade 
meeting present volatility 
standards with no decrease in 
total gasoline production vol¬ 
ume and at essentially no 
increased manufacturing 
cost.”

OAKLAND, Calif. (lll’I) — A 36-ycar-old air¬ 
plane cleaner was overpaid by a computer and now 
faces charges of grand theft. 

Tilmon Rochelle, an employee of World Air¬ 
ways, drew three weekly pay cheques at $389.50 an 
hour due to a computer error. 

Municipal Court -Judge Robert Friberg held a 
preliminary hearing for Rochelle and then ordered 
him to appear in Superior Court June 18 for ar¬ 
raignment on three counts of grand theft. 


Public service surprise: 
most reject strike right 


OTTAWA (CP) Despite 
recent militancy among some 
union members in the public 
service, six of seven recently- 
l»olled bargaining units in the 
Public Service Alliance of 
Canada have ppted again for 
voluntary arbitration as a 
final way to resolve contract 
disputes. 

The decision by the groups, 
which represent about 13.500 
workers in the technical cate¬ 
gory of employees, rejects a 
recommendation by alliance 
leaders that members choose 
the right to strike in a current 
set of contract talks. 

Under collective bargaining 
laws that apply to federal 
public servants, employees 
have the right to choose be¬ 
tween the arbitration and con¬ 
ciliation-strike methods of dis¬ 


pute settlemment before each 
set of contract talks. 

Once the choice is made, it 
stands for that particular set 
of contract negotiations. 

Until now, about 80 per cent 
of 50 alliance bargaining units 
have selected arbitration over 
the right to strike. 

But alliance leaders, un¬ 
happy with recent results of 


voluntary arbitration, had 
urged the seven units to 
choose the strike method 
rather than arbitration* Only 
one unit, the 2,30tf-member 
primary products inspection 
group, has since opted for the 
strike route.

free cash grant for first-time buyers of new “modera¬ 
tely priced” homes, a plan which he said would cost 
the government $33 million in 1974. 

In an address to about 600 
persons Friday night in Ha¬ 
milton, Ont., Trudeau said ihe 
new home cash grant was a 
companion projjosal „ to his 
government’s newly-an¬ 

nounced Assisted Home Own¬ 
ership Program end mea¬ 
sures to increase the supply 
of moderate-priced housing. 

The AHOP would cut mort¬ 
gage rates from the present 
level of about 11 per cent to 4 
per cent in some cases and 
would ensure that average 
families can buy homes for no 
more than 22 peT cent of their 
income, he said. 

Speaking to about 1,500 per¬ 
sons in Ottawa Friday night, 
Conservative leader Robert 
Stanfield said the Liberals’ 
housing program wros •’in¬ 
credible.” He added, “There 
are so few homes that fit the 
plan.” 

Trudeau said, however, the 
c^sh grant prooosal w r, vld 
rover about 60 per cent of all 
moderately-priced, newly- 
built homes in Canada. Tn 
1974, this would involve about 
66,000 homes, he said. 

The prime minister said the 
federal cash grant was equiv¬ 
alent to the removal of a rea¬ 
sonable portion of the 11 per 
cent bui’ldirt" material sales 
tax as it applies to moderate¬ 
ly triced homes. 

The value of moderately-

YELLOWKNIFF, N.W.T. 
(CP) - The Indian chief who 
asked that his pec pie not he 
sold liquor said Thursday 
whites should not view the 
territorial government's deci¬ 
sion to ban sales as discrimi¬ 
natory. 

Chief Alexis Arrow-maker of 
Rae-Edzo said his decision to 
ask Commissioner Stuart 
Hodgson tc» ban the sales to 
the Dogrib Indians was based 
on a consensus of Indian lead¬ 
ers and was in accordance 
with Indian methods of go¬ 
verning. o 

"We're not imposing our 
values and outlooks on white 
people,” said the 54-yearold 
chief. “White people should 
not look on it as discrimi¬ 
natory.” 

The chief made the request 
that Dogribs within a 100-mile 
radius of Yellowknife not be 
sold liquor either in retail 
stores or in bars. 

Harvey Budgeton, spokes¬ 
man for bar managers in Yel¬ 
lowknife, said bars could not 
obey the commissioner’s re¬ 
quest that sales be banned for 
fear of being sued. 

He said signs would be 
erected saying the chief had 
asked that Dogrib people not 
drink.

In the ea*c of neighboihood 
pubs, standing room will be 
restricted to 25 jier cent of 
seating capacity.

American justice works 
sobs relieved Kleindienst 


WASHINGTON (UPI) Former U.S. at¬ 
torney-general Richard Kleindienst Friday 
received suspended penalties of a month in 
jail and $100 fine for inaccurate senate testi¬ 
mony and rushed sobbing from the court¬ 
room, a free man. 

Kleindienst. the second cabinet member in 
this century to be convicted or plead guilty to 
a crime connected with official duty, told re-,, 
porters the conduct of Watergate investiga¬ 
tions has been a credit to American democ¬ 
racy. 4 

"The tragedy of the last tw-o years amply 
demonstrates that all d our institutions of 
freedom have worked . . . successfully and 
admirably," Ihe shaken but relieved Klein¬ 
dienst said outside the courtroom. 

"There isn’t another country in the world 
where persons situated in the highest seats of 
power would have had the application of jus¬ 
tice as occurred here.” 


U.S. District .Judge George Hart sp<f<e 
sympathetically of Kleindienst in sentencing 
him to the brief jail term and the fine, and 
then,.suspending both. The maximum penalty 
for the single misdemeanor charge to which 
Kleindienst pleaded guilty May 16 could have 
been a year in jail and a $1,000 fine. 

Kleindienst, 50, the second of President 
Nixon's four attorneys general, admitted be 
testified inaccurately about aspects of the ad¬ 
ministration's handling of the ITT case dur¬ 
ing his 1972 senate confirmaticn hearings. 

Asked by reporters whether he thought. 
Nixon ought to continue serving as president 
after being named an unindicted co-conspira¬ 
tor in the Watergate coverup, Kleindienst 
declined comment except to say: 

"I had no evidence when I was attorney 
general that indicated to me President Nixon 
knew about anything or was involved in any 
way in any criminal activity.”

75 miles in three days over 
rugged mountains. 

Wyatt said he was guarded 
constantly by an English- 
speaking member of the Eri- 
t r e a n Liberation Front 
(E.L.F.), called Ibrahim, until 
his release. 

His task had been to pick up 
two Canadian and three 
American oil company em¬ 
ployees being held by the 
E.L.F. since March, but ne- 
g xtiaitnons apparently broke 
down. 

He said he never saw the 


men and instead became a 
hostage himself. 

"Negotiations broke down 
.. .” Wyatt 6aid. "There was 
a disagreement, a misunder¬ 
standing.” 

But he said he thinks the 
other hostages might be re¬ 
leased soon if E.L.F. demands 
are met by the men’s employ¬ 
er, the American Tenneco Oil 
Co. 

Wyatt 4 is employed by

Barrett cites profit leap 
in defending royalties bill

Premier Barrett defended 
proposed new mining royal¬ 
ties with a flamboyant speech 
in the house Friday. 

As the combined opposition 
sought to have the bill de¬ 
layed for six months, Barrett 
said every day’s delay in ob¬ 
taining these new revenues 
means further delay in pro¬ 
viding proper chronic care in 
the province. 

He cited vastly Increased 
profits by mining companies 
as one reason to go ahead im¬ 
mediately with the new royal¬ 
ties. 

The net profit of the mining 
industry in B.C. in 1973 was 
$300 million, said Barrett, and 
he listed the profit increase of 
several companies. 

Kaiser Resources increased 
profits 282 per cent in 1973, 
from $3.4 million in 1972 to $13 
million in 1973. 

Rralorne Resources made 
5649.000 in 1972, and $2.3 mil¬ 
lion ih 1973, for a 254 per cent 
profit increase. 

Placer Development made 
$16.6 million in 1972, $71 mil¬ 
lion in 1973 for a 332 per cent 
increase. 

Cominco made $20 million 
in 1972 and $42.8 million in 
1973 for a 114 per cent profit 
increase. 

And, added the premier, 
while Cominco wa§ making 
that money old-age pensioners 
were picketing in front of the 
company’s Trail office asking 
for company pensions. 

Opposition members, he 
said, had predicted that the 
mining industry would die if 
burdened by the royalties, 
and had shown a graph of 
declining numbers of claims 
staked. 

The decision to pull back 
had been made by the mining 
companies as the result of a 
Price Waterliouse study in 
1971, before there was even 
an NDP government, he sa^id.

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Super-Nanaimo study aims for June-end finish 


NANAIMO — A committee 
studying various aspects of 
forming a new and enlarged 
city of Nanaimo is still hope¬ 
ful of completing its work by 
the end of this month. 

Committee chairman Rod 
Glen has urged sub-commit¬ 


tee chairmen to complete 
their studies and report so 
that the deadline can be met. 

The committee was formed 
about seven months ago at 
the request of the municipal 
affairs department to study 
such subjects as council struc¬ 


ture, financing and budget, 
utilities and services, and to 
make recommendations about 
the new city. 

Boundaries set by the com¬ 
mittee call for all of Depar¬ 
ture Bay, Wellington, Worth- 
field and Chase River, along 


with parts of East Wellington 
and Cedar, to join the city of 
Nanaimo and bring the popu¬ 
lation to more than 40,000. 
The boundaries are also de¬ 
signed to accommodate pro¬ 
jected growth over the next 30 
years.

When the committee’s work 
is finished, a master report 
wiU be forwarded to the mu¬ 
nicipal affairs minister. If it 
ia in favor <^f amalgamation, 
an opinion referendum will be 
held. 

Spokesman for the depart¬ 
ment, Chris Woodward, said a 
vote would likely be held 
early in September and, if ap¬ 
proved by 50 per cent of the 
voters over-all, the new city 
would became a reality Jan.

However, he suggested that

ing details. 

In the event of a positive 
vote, Woodward said, he could 
envisage a management com¬ 
mittee appointed immediately 
to make decisions on behalf of 
■the new city until an election 
could be held. 

The committee has already 
agreed that the new city 
would be governed by a 
mayor, elected at large, and 
10 aldermen elected from 
wards of equal population, 

.The first council would re¬ 
main In office for two years. 
A city-wide referendum would 
then be held to determine hew 
future councils should be cho¬ 
sen. 

After several meetings of 
sometimes heated debate, the 
committee agreed to exclude 
most of Lantzville from the 
new city. However, one 
250-acre parcel, known as 
Block 53, will be included. 

Lkntzville representative 
Lawrence Spearing asked 
Thursday if the committee 
would reconsider its decision 
to include the block. But, be¬ 
cause of a lack of new infor¬ 
mation on which to base a re¬ 
consideration motion, the 
suggestion was denied. 

The committee will now 
meet weekly in order tci com¬ 
plete its work on schedule. 
Such matters as garbage dis¬ 
posal, transfer of assets and 
liabilities, sanitary sewers 
and road construction and 
maintenance, remain to be 
handled. The budget commit¬ 


tee has yet to submit its final 
report. 

Committee members also 
submitted a request to Wood¬ 
ward to meet with Municipal 


Affairs Minister James 
Larimer, Nanaimo MLA and 
Agriculture Minister Dave 
Stupich and Highways Min¬ 
ister Graham Lea. But Wood¬ 


ward said the recommen¬ 
dation from Victoria is that 
the meeting be postponed 
until the committee’s work 
has been finished.

NANAIMO — A 19-year-old 
woman from Hope, Donna 
Minnie Gardner, was sen¬ 
tenced Monday to life in pris¬ 
on after being found guilty of 
a charge of non-capital 
murder.

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Aspirin for hangover 
adding insult, unsafe 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Two medical experts say 
drinkers trying to cope with a 
hangover may be making the 
paxjblem worse if they reach 
for the aspirip bottle. 

“Adding the insult of 
aspirin on top of the insuh of 
over-indulgence in alcohol is 
unsafe,” Prof. Stewart Har¬ 
vey told the Senate monopoly 
subcommittee. 

Harvey, a pharmacology 
professor at the University of 
Utah College of Medicine, 
baid that after heavy alcohol 
intake, aspirin tends to break 
down membrane barriers 
which normally prevent stom¬ 
ach acid from damaging the 
stomach itself. 

Harvey recommended that 
the term “antacid” be re¬ 
moved from the label of any 
aspirin-containing product. 
That would include pojxilar 


combination products such as 
Aika-Seltzer and Bromo- 
Seltzer. 

Dr. Howard Spiro, chief of 
the gastrointestinal, unit at the 


Yale Univerrity School of 
Medicine, testified that “alco¬ 
hol adds to the harmful effect 
of aspirin in promoting ero¬ 
sion in the stomach."

(CP) — The Indian chief who 
asked that his people not be 
sold liquor said Thursday 
whites should not view the 
territorial government’s deci¬ 
sion to ban sales as discrimi¬ 
natory. 

Chief ATeXlS Arrowmaker of' 
Rae-Edzo said his decision to 
ask Commissioner Stuart 
Hodgson to ban the sales to 
the Dogrib Indians was based 
on a consensus of Indian lead¬ 
ers and was in accordance 
with Indian methods of go¬ 
verning. 

"Were nol imposing our 
values and outlooks on white 
peoplesaid the 54-year-old 
chief. "White people should 
not look on it as discrimi¬ 
natory." 

The chief made the request 
that Dogribs within a 100-mile 
radius of Yellowknife not be 
sold liquor either in retail 
stores or in bars. 

Harvey Budgeton, spokes¬ 
man for bar managers in Yel¬ 
lowknife, said bars could not 
obey the commissioner’s re¬ 
quest that sales be banned for 
fear of being sued. 

He said signs would be 
erected saying the chief had 
asked that Dogrib people not 
drink.

Prime Minister Trudeau has unveiled a $500 tax- 
free cash grant for first-time buyers of new “modera¬ 
tely priced” homes, a plan which he said would cost 
the government $33 million in 1974. 

In an address to about 600 
persons Friday night in Ha¬ 
milton. Ont., Trudeau said the 
new home cash grant w*as a 
companion proposal to his 
governments newly-an¬ 

nounced Assisted Home Own¬ 
ership Program and mea¬ 
sures to increase the supply 
of moderate-priced housing. 

The AHOP would cut mort¬ 
gage rates from the present 
level of about 11 per cent to 4 
per cent in some cases and 
would ensure that average 
families can buy homes for no 
more than 22 per cent of their 
income, he said. 

Speaking to about 1,500 per¬ 
sons in Ottawa Friday night, 
G>nservative leader Robert 
Stanfield said the Liberals’ 
.housing program was "in¬ 
credible." He added, "There 
are so few homes that fit the 
plan.” 

Trudeau said, however, the 
cash grant proposal would 
cover about 60 per cent of all 
moderately-priced, newly- 
built homes in Canada. In 
1974, this would involve about 
66,000 homes, he said. 

The prime minister said the 
federal cash grant was equiv¬ 
alent to the removal of a rea¬ 
sonable portion of the 11 per 
cent building material sales 
tax as it applies to moderate¬ 
ly priced homes. 

The value of moderately- 
priced homes varies from city 
to city, with the term apply¬ 
ing to houses worth $44,900 in 
Vancouver or Toronto to 
$34,900 for houses in New¬ 
foundland and other less pop¬ 
ulous areas of the country. 
The Victoria limit is $38,250. 

Stanfield told his audience 
that the average selling price 
of residential property in Can-

Another change in the regu¬ 
lations, which will also apply 
to beer parlors, will allow pa-, 
trons to stand at the bar. 

In the case of neighborhood 
pubs, standing room will be 
restricted to 25 i>er cent of 
seating capacity. 

There are several restric¬ 
tions on neighborhood pub li¬ 
cences. 

Before any are granted, 
municipalities or regional 
boards must decide whether 
to allow them but no referen¬ 
dum will be necessary. 

Once a municipality or re¬ 
gional board (in unorganized 
territories! assents to neigh- 
borhood pubs in their jurisdic¬ 
tion, the B.C. Liquor Board

American justice works, 
sobs relieved Kleindienst 


WASHINGTON (UP!) Former U.S. ai- 
tomey-general Richard Kleindienst Friday 
received susjiended penalties of a month in 
jail and $100 fine for inaccurate senate testi¬ 
mony and rushed sobbing from the court¬ 
room. a free man. 

Kleindienst,.tne second cabinet member in 
this century to be convicted or plead guilty to 
a crime connected with official duty, told re- , 
porters the conduct of W’alergate investiga¬ 
tions has been a credit to American democ¬ 
racy. 

"The tragedy of the last two years amply 
demonstrates that all c( our institutions of 
freedom have worked . . . successfully and 
admirably," the shaken but relieved Klein- 
dienst said outside the courtroom. 

"There isn’t another country in the world 
where persons situated in the highest seats of 
jKiwer would have had the application of jus¬ 
tice as occurred here." 


U.S. District Judge George 'Hart spefee 
sympathetically of Kleindienst in sentencing 
him to the brief jail term and the fine, and 
then suspending both. The maximum penalty 
for the single misdemeanor charge to which 
Kleindienst pleaded guilty May 16 could have 
been a year in jail and a $1,000 fine. 

Kleindienst, 50, the second of President 
Nixon’s four aCtomeys-general, admitted he 
testified inaccurately about aspects of the ad¬ 
ministration’s handling of the ITT case dur¬ 
ing his 1972 senate confirmation hearings. 

Asked by reporters whether he thought 
Nixon ought to continue serving as president 
after being named an unindicted co-conspira¬ 
tor in the Watergate coverup, Kleindienst 
declined comment except to say: 

"I had no evidence when I was attorney- 
general that indicated to me President Nixon_. 
knew about anything or was involved in any 
way in any criminal activity.’’

He cited vastly increased 
profits by mining companies 
as one reason to go ahead im¬ 
mediately with the new royal¬ 
ties. 

The net profit of the mining 
industry in B.C. in 1973 was 
$300 million, said Barrett, and 
he listed the profit increase of 
several companies. 

Kaiser Resources increased 
profits 282 per cent in 1973, 
from $3.4 miHion in 1972 to $13 
million in 1973. 

Bralome Resources made 
5649,000 in 1972, and $2.3 mil¬ 
lion in 1973, for a 254 per cent 
profit increase. 

Placer Development made 
$16.6 million in 1972, $71 mil¬ 
lion in 1973 for a 332 per cent 
increase. 

Cominco made $20 million 
in 1972 and $42.8 million in 
1973 for a 114 per cent profit 
increase. 

And, added the premier, 
while Cominco was making 
that money old-age pensioners 
were picketing in front of the 
company’s Trail office asking 
for company pensions. 

Opposition members, he 
said, had predicted that the 
mining industry would die if 
burdened by the royalties, 
and had showit a graph of 
declining numbers of claims 
staked.

The Irish Republican Army 
had threatened "drastic con¬ 
sequences" for Britain if the 
two died, and medical rejiorts 
on their condition had grown 
steadily more pessimistic this 
week. 

The end of the hunger strike 
came as the body of Michael 
Gaughan, an IRA member 
who died this week from the 
effects of a hunger strike, was 
paraded through the streets of 
London. 

An estimated 5,000 
mourners escorted the coffin 
to a church in the Kilbum 
area of north London where it 
was to "lie in state” before 
being flown to Ireland today. 

The Price sisters had re¬ 
fused to eat since they were 
jailed for life for their part in 
car bombings which injured 
230 people in London last 
year. 


Freed pilot tells of adventure

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ADDIS ABABA (Reuter) 

A Canadian helicopter pilot 
told Friday how he spent 
eight harrowing days in the 
bush, living mostly on goats’ 
milk and ix>rridge, as a hos¬ 
tage of Eritrean guerrillas in 
Ethiopia. 

Grant Wyatt, 30, of Calgary, 
also described in an interview 
with Reuter news agency 
how he sjioke briefly one 
night to a pregnant American 
nurse, also being held, and 
how finally he was released 
last Tuesday after marching 


73 miles in three days over 
rugged mountains. 

Wyatt said he was guarded 
constantly by an English- 
speaking member of the Eri¬ 
trean Liberation Front 
i E.L.F.). called Ibrahim, until 
his release. 

His task had been to pick up 
two Canadian and three 
American oil company em¬ 
ployees being held by the 
E.L.F. since March, but ne- 
g itiations ajiparently broke 
down. 

He said he never saw the 


men and instead became a 
hostage himself. 

"Negotiations broke down 
. . .’’ Wyatt said. ‘"Hiere was 
a disagreement, a misunder¬ 
standing.” 

But he said he thinks the 
other hostages might be re¬ 
leased soon if E.L.F. demands 
are met by the men’s employ¬ 
er, the American Tenneco Oil 
Co. 

Wyatt is employed by 
Can west Aviation Ltd., of Cal¬ 
gary which has been flying

The rendezvous was near 
Ghinda, outside Asmara, the 
capital of Eritrea, and Wyatt 
said he later discovered that 
the nurse was kidnapped from 
an American evangelical mis¬ 
sion hospital in Ghinda earlier 
the same day.

Municipally or provincially- 
owned facilities such as golf 
courses, community centres 
or recreation facilities, will 
qualify for alcoholic beverage 
licences.

We want to 
stress that the entertainment 
factor is more important than 
the drinking factor." 

The ijjew regulations also 
permit the liquor board to ap¬ 
point agents in remote areas 
as retail outlets. In a fishing 
village, the attorney-general 
said, such an agency could 
well be the packing plant or 
the grocery store. 

Most of tlie changes, includ¬ 
ing the provision for the es¬ 
tablishment of neighborhood 
pubs, are effective immedi¬ 
ately.

may have changed in this 
campaign. But these 91 seats, 
based on 1972 returns, are 
vulnerable and might decide 
which party will form the 
government. 

The survey of 1972 results, 
done by journalism professor 
Joseph Scanlon of Carleton 
University in Ottawa, shows 
how tenuous party holds arc 
on many ridings. When the 
results pour in election night, 
turnovers in early returns 
from these ridings might give 
a firm indication of political 
trends. 

The marginal ridings proba¬ 
bly will see more intense 
campaigning than other con¬ 
stituencies. 

They were chosen by Scan¬ 
lon solely on the basis of 1972 
election results. He considers 
a marginal 6eat one in which 
the winner's margin of victo¬ 
ry was 10 per cent or less. 

The survey does not take 
into account other factors that 
may make other ridings close, 
such as retirement of incum¬ 
bents and the emergence of 
strong new candidates. 

Forty-four of the marginal 
seats are in Ontario, which 
has 88 federal ridings. Scan¬ 
lon’s calculations show that 16 
of the 25 Metropolitan Toronto 


seats fall into the marginal 
category. 

Of Quebec's 74 ridings 17 
are marginal, 11 of 23 in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia are close and so 
are nine of 13 Saskatchewan 
seats. 

Most of the Ontario mar¬ 
ginal ridings are basically 
Liberal and Progressive Con¬ 
servative fights, but the NDP 
enters the scene in Saskatche¬ 
wan and British Columbia. So¬ 
cial Credit and the Liberals 
will be the main combatants 
in the Quebec marginal rid¬ 
ings.

Civic honor to mark 
Princess Pats ’ 60 th

The Princess Patricias are celebrating 
their diamond jubilee this year and next Sat¬ 
urday at 3 p.m. they’ll be given the freedom 
of the city cf Victoria in a ceremony at the 
legislative buildings. 

City council will hold a special meeting on 
a dias near the statue of Queen Victoria for 
die express purpose of conferring the honor. 

Mayor Peter Pollen will inspect die Third 
Battalion and the regimental band from 
Work Point and will then present the free- 
rtom of die city to Maj.-Gen. C. B. Ware 
(ret.), colonel of the regiment, of Kingston, 
Ont. 

The regimental color will be uncased, bay¬ 
onets will be fixed and the battalion will 
march through the streets of the city. The 
mayor and the general will take the salute in 
front of The Empress and the men from 
Work Point will follow a mute along Govern¬ 
ment, Fort, Douglas and Chatham to Memo¬ 
rial Arena. 

Saturday's ceremony will be the first of 
the regiment’s celebrations in Victoria of its 
80 years of existence. The regimental band 
and the battalion’s corps of drums will give a 
concert in the Cameron bandshell in Beacon 
Hill Park at 8 p.m. Saturday, June 29. 

At 2 p.m. July 1 the battalion will troop 
the color at Royal Athletic Stadium which, 
with extra seats provided, will accommodate 
7,000 people. All three events are open to the 
public. 

Aid. Alf Hood, who .joined Victoria’s his¬ 
toric 5th B.C. Coast Regiment in 1934, and re¬ 
tired from Ihe army as a lieutent-colonel in 
19(55. said Friday he took great pleasure in 
his part in working for this honor for the Pa¬ 
tricias. 

"I welcome it,” he said, “not only as an 
alderman of the city but also because of my 
service background. 

"The PPCLI has had a lengthy association 
with Victoria and it as fitting that we show 


our gratitude for their record. That we can 
do it in their 60th anniversary year is most 
appropriate.” 

He said the honor was being given to the 
Princess Patricia’s Canadian Light Infantry 
as a regiment and not just to the Third Bat¬ 
talion now at Work Point. 

"In this way it will apply to whichever 
battalion is stationed here." 

Lt.-Col. Richard Cowling, commanding of¬ 
ficer of the Third Battalion, will lead his men 
in the ceremony. 

He said Friday that he was "very, very 
happy with the groat honor" particularly 
since the regiment had been a ]>art <rf Vic¬ 
toria life almost continuously since just after 
the First World War. 

It won't be the first *time the Patricias 
have been given the freedom of a city. 

The city of Ypres, Belguim, conferred the 
same honor. So did the cities of Edmonton, 
Winnipeg and Calgary. 

The first time Victoria granted this 
highest civic honor to a unit of the armed 
forces was on June 6, 1964, when the Canadi¬ 
an Scottish Regiment (Princess Mary’s) was 
honored. That date was the 20th anniversary 
of the Normandy landings in which the Scot¬ 
tish took part. 

The traditional date of the celebration for 
the PPCLI is March 17, the birthday of 
Princess Patricia of Connaught, daughter of 
the Duke c t Connaught who was governor- 
general of Canada when the regiment was 
formed in 1914. 

The duke gave permission to Andrew Ha¬ 
milton Gault of Montreal (who spent $100,000 
of his own money to raise a battalion of vet¬ 
erans) to incorporate his daughter’s name in 
that of the regiment. 

The princess married and became Lady 
Patricia Ramsay. She died last January and 
cn her birthday the men of Work Point held a 
memorial service in Cftflst Church Cathe¬ 
dral. 


The opening of the downtown centre fol¬ 
lows the arrival last month of a $9,000 federal 
government grant to the society. 

The grant is being used t> employ seven 
French-speaking students during the sum¬ 
mer, one of them permanently at the centre. 

A further two francophone students will be 
used to help staff the local tourist informa¬ 
tion bureau, now called the Greater Victoria 
Visitors Information Centre. 

Mrs. Butterfield said the remaining four 
students will he employed to provide an ex¬ 
panded French-language playground tuition 


program involving some 400 elementary 
schoolchildren which will start next month. 

The new centre will for the first time give 
Victoria francophones an official phone 
number — 383-5335 — and address for infor¬ 
mation and help. 

There are an estimated 2.500 French- 
speaking people in Greater Victoria (includ¬ 
ing 15 to 20 per cent of the armed forces per¬ 
sonnel). 

The Centre Socio-Cultural, started last 
summer, received Its first federal gr^nt of 
$4,000 last December and aims’ lo fill some¬ 
thing of a void in francophone Victoria.

He said he was also mindful 
of people in areas of the 
sewer survey which had not 
yet been serviced. There are 
a couple of areas in Gordon 
Head. Blenkinsop-McKenzie 
and North Burnside. 


Mrs. Marie Mills, of 2835 
Knotty Pine, says she doesn't 
like unions, doesn’t think that 
a union with power to strike 
serves the best interests of 
hospital patients, and consid¬ 
ers a union that compels her 
to join is one that acts against 
her "rights as a human 
being." 

Mrs. Mills, who is married 
to a non-union truck-driver, 
told the Colonist Friday she 
had received notice to quit 
earlier this week because she 
would not join the B.C. Hospi¬ 
tal Employees Union, Local 
180, or pay union dues. 

Despite repeated warnings 
that she must join the union 
(or pay dues) under the latest 
contract between the union 
and B.C. Hospital Association. 
Mrs. Mills has stood firm. 

And she says (hat many 
hospital staff, including sever¬ 
al union members, are behind 
her.- 

"I feel very strongly about 
unions and when I was hired 
11 years ago there was no 
union and no possibility of one 
... I don’t feel that the union 
has the right to order me 
fired. They didn’t hire me.” 

She also thinks B.C. human 
rights legislation is at fault in 
that, while it prohibits unions 
denying membership on dis¬ 
criminatory grounds, it does 
not Prevent them from "com¬ 
pelling membership." 

"A union is not al'^wed to 
deny a nerson me , ' ,, ‘ershii> 
and yet it doesn’t sav any¬ 
thing about a un ; nn be'nr able 
to force you to belong to it . . . 
1 feel I should have the right 
to decide for myself." 

She Says that she has been 
"round-and-round” in her at¬ 
tempts to bring the issue be¬ 
fore the NDP government. 
Since writing in February to 
Kathleen Ruff, director of the 
B.C. Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion, she has* sent letters to 
Premier Barrett and Labor 
Minister William K ; ng. 

Mrs. MUJs told the Colon's! 
she had not yet had a renlv 
from a letter to King May 8 
reouestlng a meeting. 

Her co-author in this corre¬ 
spondence has been 59-year- 
old Jerry Nrulette. 4256< Park- 
side Cres.. a physiotherapist- 
aide and 12-year Gorge em¬ 
ployee. 

Nowlette was also well 
aware of the consequences of 
his stand and when he re¬ 
ceived notice from the hospi¬ 
tal that he would have to be 
fired unless, he joined ihe 
union or paid union dues by 
mid-May. lie -reluctantly ag¬ 
reed to pay the dues. 

"My job was in jeopardy. I 
had to bow." he said, adding 
that '‘this smells, a very 
strong smell."

The owner of a new animal 
park has thrown open the 
gates to all schoolchildren on 
Vancouver Island. , 

Edward Adye, who has 
stocked a five-acre park at 
Mill Bay with exotic wildlife 
and farm animals, has sent 
out letters to school boards 


throughout the Island offering 
free visits between June 24-27. 

Adye, an independently- 
wealthy businessman, said 
Friday: “I want to take this 
opportunity of letting children 
see the collection without it 
costing them a cent. 

"This is the only place of its 
kind on the Island and I'm 
sure school boards and 
paients will take me up on 


my offer. I want to give the 
kids a day to remember.” 

Adye, father of two sons % 
and a daughter, farms nine 
acres in the Mill Bay area. He 
is opening the ]>ark commer¬ 
cially July 1. 

Said his wife Joan: "Ted 
felt sorry for children who 
came to visit us from the city. 
Some of them had never seen 
cows or chickens before and 
had no first-hand knowledge 


of what goes cn in the 
country. 

"So he got the idea of start¬ 
ing a game park where chil¬ 
dren and their parents could 
see everyday farm animals 
close up and the more exotic 
animals which are usually 
only kept in the big zoos.” 

Star of the park, which nes¬ 
tles in a small valley off the 
Shawnigan-Mill Bay Road, is 
a pair of Belgians — a 


matched pair of team horses 
weighing in at a ten each. 

Adye has also brought in 
South American tapirs, walla¬ 
bies, Moufflon sheep, reas, 
members of the ostrich fami¬ 
ly, and many exotic birds. 

"I’ll have a small staff on 
hand to tell the kids anything 
they want to know about the 
animals and most are tame 
enough to be handled,” said 
Adye.
